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Illinois Bell Co. 
Makes Application 
For Rate Increases 


Illinois Bell Telephone company is 


seeking approval for a general hike 
which could mean increases in suburban 
telephone bills of 15 per cent or more. 


Bell representatives made application 


yesterday to the Illinois Commerce Com- 
mission for rate Increases which would 
add $182 million to the company's annual 
revenue. In 1969, Bell sought an across 
the board increase of nine per cent which 
was finally approved by the ICC. 


Yesterday's application by Bell repre- 


sentatives will also have to go before the 
ICC. Bell is asking that no action beyond 
hearings on the proposal be made until 
after the end of the current wage-price

Under the proposed rate increase, rate 


hikes in basic monthly rates for resi- 
dence and business service would vary 
according to community and class of ser- 
vice. 


Increases range from $1.25 to $1.80 per 


month for one-party service, other than 
Call-Pak and community service. The 
latter service is offered mostly outside 
the immediate Chicago area. 


Increases in monthly rates for one-par- 


ty business service would range from 
$2.2 to $4.20. Monthly charges for single 
Call-Pak, other than Unlimited, would go 
up from $1.55 per month to $4.15. The 
monthly boost for Call-Pak Unlimited 
would be $5. 


The price for all message units not in- 


cluded in basic monthly charges would 
go up one cent. 


In addition, the company is making 


some changes in its classification system 
of telephone use. A "Measured Rate 30" 
classification may be used for some sub- 
urban customers who use 30 message 
units per month. Rates for that service 
would range from $5.10 to $5.50. For use 
of 65 message units, the rates would be 
$7 to $7.40. Business customers would be 
offered a monthly, one-party 70 message 
unit package priced from $11.20 to $12.

nated each month at Alexian Brothers 
Medical Center in Elk Grove Village. 


Dr Donald Fox. director of the labora- 


tory for the hospital, said Alexian Broth- 
ers uses about 100 pints of blood for 
transfusions each month and residents 
who make appointments to come in on 
Saturdays, donate slightly more than 
that 


Both the donations and the distribution 


of blood for the hospital is handled by the 
Chicago Blood Donor Society, a 23-year- 
old organiration which serves many Chi- 
caei>-area hospitals. 


Thp blood provided by the society 


romes from many .sources. Dr. Fox said, 
including "the bad one." paid donors 


Studies have shown that blood from 


p.iirl donors is much more likely to be 
contaminated with hepatitis than is blood 
from volunteer donors. 


K\en though the society does rely on 


paid donors for some blood. Dr. Fox 
slid, it is careful about screening donors 
and is "an excellent supplier." He said 
(HP hospital has had a few cases where 
patients have contracted hepatitis in the 


hospital. 


THE SOCIETY originated the coopera- 


tive blood replacement plan, in which a 
person can donate blood regularly and 
ensure that he and his family will be pro- 
vided all the blood they may need, he 
said. 


The staff at Alexian Brothers, as well 


as those at 60 other area hospitals that 
participate in the plan, believe it is a 
good one because it ensures a steady 
supply of volunteeer donors, Dr. Fox 
said. 


In addition, he said the North Subur- 


ban Association for Health Resources, 
which includes hospitals in the North and 
Northwest Suburban areas, are planning 
to open a blood bank in Glenview which 
will be run by the Chicago Donor 
Society. 


The bank, he said, would provide for 


the blood needs in the suburban area so 
hospitals would not have to rely on Chi- 
cago donors. 


"We like to have people in this area 


supply their own blood needs so there 
will be no need to rely on commercial 
donors," he said.

Spanking Judge: Be Firm With Kids 


William J. Obermiller, known as a 


tough city court judge, Wednesday urged 
a group of mothers and fathers to be par- 
ents and not buddies to their children. 


"Parents today should float on a sea of 


aloofness," he said. "We've too many of 
them who are buddies to their children." 


He added the way to show children 


love is to be firm with them. 


A judge in Whiting, Ind., for 11 years, 


he said, "They want this. They want an 
image." 


JUDGE OBERMILLER spoke before a 


group from the local council of the 
Knights of Columbus in Elk Grove Vil- 
lage. His one-hour talk, intermixed with 
anecdotes of his years on the bench deal- 
ing with youngsters, included advice to 
parents on raising their children. 


Youngsters need strong moral guide- 


lines, he said, taking off against the im- 
age of womanhood as presented by Hol- 
lywood and television. 


"They want good movies — Mary Pop- 


pins," he said. "Not sex," though he said 
youngsters go to see those types of mov- 
ies because they are prevalent. He was 
also critical of Hugh Hefner and his 
Playboy philosophy. 


More modesty in the dress of women is 


needed, he said, adding he was con- 
vinced there is "an international move- 
ment to debase womanhood, to debase 
motherhood." 


He said if his daughter wore a micro- 


mini-skirt to church he'd "spank her butt 
red," but added parents don't do this to- 
day. 


"At the beach today a guy wears more 


clothing than the girls," he said, later 
adding that there is nothing pretty about 
the nude body on the movie screen. 


THIS SUBTLE MOVEMENT to knock 


down the family can be defeated, he 
said, if a family is close knit. But, even a 
close knit family has trouble. resisting 
the outside forces that are so strong, he 
said. 


"Don't give your children too much," 


he said, urging parents not to be afraid 
to say "no" to youngsters. 


"You do not become a parent until 


your child is with a peer group and 
won't go along with the gang," he said. 
That's love. 


He acknowledged that he sounded like 


a dictator, "but that's the way I show 
my love to my kids," he said.

Two local school superintendents may 


meet next week with the Citizens Action 
Program to review records that alleged- 
ly show an underassessment of the Ar- 
lington Park Race Track. 


C A P , 
a Chicago-based non-profit 


group, and the Chicago Daily News have 
issued a report that contends School Dis- 
tricts 15, 211, 214 and 512 have lost $1.7 
million In 1970 taxes. The groups charge 
Cook County Assessor P. J. Cullerton 
with underassessing the race track. An 
underassessment of property would re- 
sult in taxing districts collecting less rev- 
enue from the property owner. 


Yesterday, representatives of the Illi- 


nois Education Associatiin and the Dist. 
211 and 15 teacher associations met with 
Dist. 211 Supt. Richard Kolze and Dist. 
15 Supt. Frank Whiteley to discuss the 
report. The 1EA and teacher representa- 


tives are urging local school boards to 
file suit against the county assessor's of- 
fice. 


Kolze said he planned to discuss the 


CAP report with the Dist. 211 school 
board at a meeting last night. "Before 
making a decision to attend a meeting 
with CAP representatives, I would like to 
receive direction from our legal counsel 
and school board," he said.

Computer States Flood Threat Over 


A computer has predicted there will be 


no further Hooding on the Chicago River 
if upstream flood plains are not altered 
by unplanned development. 


Fifteen water experts met Sept. 17 in 


Chicago at a seminar sponsored by the 
Northeastern Illinois Planning Commis- 
sion (NIPC) to examine the results of 
the computer's work. 


The computer, owned by Hydrocomp 


International of California, was fed a 
simulation of rainfall and flow data 
about the Chicago River basin. 


NIPC reported Hydrocomp is satisfied 


the statistical information is accurate. 
Hydrocomp's report states that if the riv- 
er is widened and if levees are built to 
protect the banks, "very dramatic and 
undesirable consequences" will result. 


It also reported that chanr.eling creeks 


through underground pipes limits the 
flow of water into the Chicago River dur- 
ing storms. Water is stored in streets 
and basements above river level, thus re- 
ducing river flooding. 


NIPC'S ROLE in flood problems began 


in i960, when it developed flood plain 
zoning backed by maps of the highest 
floods in regional history. Dozens of sub- 
urbs and some counties use the maps 
and versions of the model flood plain or-

A legal suit against the Cook County 


Assessor's Office has been advocated by 
the Illinois Education Association (IEA) 
and the Citizens Action Program (CAP).

Attorney Claims Track Overassessed

An attorney for Chicago Thoroughbred 


Enterprises .(CTE) says he believes Ar- 
lington Park Race Track has been con- 
sistently overassessed by Cook County 
Assessor P. J. Cullerton and says he 
may go to court to try and prove it. 


Thomas Flanagan, attorney for CTE, 


which manages Arlington and Washing- 
ton Park race tracks, said the only fair 
way to assess race track facilities is on 
the basis of what those facilities would 
bring if they were put on the market as 
scrap. 


Flanagan's statement 
comes as a 


sharp rebuttal to recent charges by the 
Citizens Action Program (CAP) that five 
Chicago area race tracks, including Ar- 
lington Park, have been grossly under- 
assessed and have received tax breaks of 
up to 74 per cent. 


The 
Illinois Education 
Association 


(TEA) and CAP have urged local school 
boards to file suit against Cullerton with 
the hope of recovering $1.7 million in 
revenue CAP says was lost because of 
the underassessments. 


According to CAP, Palatine Commu- 


nity School Dist. 15 lost over $800,000; 
Arlington Heights High School Dist. 214 
lost almost $500,000; and Palatine Town- 
ship High School Dist. 211 lost $336,000 
because of the alleged tax breaks. 


Flanagan said the most commonly ac- 


cepted definition of the "fair cash value" 
of a piece of property — upon which tax 
assessments are computed — is that 
price which a buyer and seller would 
agree on for the sale of that property. 


As he interprets it, that means the 


market or resale value of the track's 
physical facilities, not the cost of build- 
ing these facilities or the potential bene- 
fit to business that might result from 
subsequent improvements. 


Flanagan said it was his impression 


that CAP had based its assessment fig- 
ures either on the cost of improvements, 
such as the lights installed two years ago 
at Arlington Park, or the potential bene- 
fit to business from those improvements. 


"ANY BENEFIT TO business is cov- 


ered by all the other taxes the race track 
pays," Flanagan said, citing the parimu- 
tuel, state real estate and sales taxes 
paid by the track. 


The attorney said he also takes ex- 


ception to the condition charts used by 
the assessor to figure the depreciation al- 
lowance on buildings. 


He described the condition charts as 


"guideline charts" for the assessor 
which rate the depreciation of buildings 
on a scale from one to 85 years. 


He said the charts assign a 90 per cent 


condition factor to buildings one-year-old, 
and a 20 per cent factor to buildings 85 
years old. 


"BUT IF THE TOTAL useful life of 


my property is only 10 years," Flana- 
gan said, "a chart which figures depre- 
ciation over an 85-year span simply 
doesn't apply, can't apply to this proper- 
ty. 


"The condition factor on the race track 


should probably be no higher than 10 or 
15 per cent,-" he said. 


Flanagan said the condition charts 


were adopted in an effort to make the 
assessment procedure as uniform as pos- 
sible, but that they cannot apply to every 
facility in every location.

He was there because 
he sold a small amount of marijuana to a 
federal officer. This doesn't warrant a 
trip to Stateville.

offender for marijuana, no. He has a 
whole life still ahead of him." 


On point two, he said: "Blacks are 


being discriminated against. Blacks are 
being arrested for things whites wouldn't 
be arrested for and the blacks don't have 
money to hire good lawyers to defend 
them, so they go to prison." 


EXPLAINING HIS charge that Attica 


had too few guards or supervisors, 
Schlickman said that the prison only had 
300 guards. The guards were all white. It 
has 2,200 inmates. And of these, 85 per 
cent are black. 


"There's sure to be trouble in a situ- 


ation like that. The guards in many 
cases didn't have proper training. There 
is no rehabilitation program for the pris- 
oners. 


"They are confined in antiquated build- 


ings — bastilles — designed in the 19th 
Century for the purposes of penalization 
and confinement only, not rehabilitation 
of the men." 


He said too many of our state prisons 


are located in rural white areas and 
there are too few blacks hired as guards.

Air Guard To Name 
Plane After Village 


A six-engine KC-07L tanker airplane 


used by Illinois Air National Guardsmen 
at O'Hare International Airport will be 
named Sunday for Elk Grove Village. 


Members of the Elk Grove Village 


Board will go to the military side of 
O'Hare for ceremonies in which one of 
the ninth Air Refueling Group's aircraft 
will he christened "The Village of Elk 
Grove " An open house for residents is 
planned for 3:30 p.m. 


Col. Warren R. Bristow. commander of 


the 12«th Air Refueling Wing, said the 
aerial refueling plane is being named for 
Elk Grove Village because of contribu- 
tions of the more than two dozen resi- 
dents as Air Guardsmen, and the com- 
munity's support of the Air National 
Guard. 


The plane is one of the few aircrafts in 


the world with both propeller and jet en- 
gines. Illinois Air Guardsmen operate the 
huge tanker planes for in-flight refueling 
over the United States and Europe. 
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In these prisons, it's the white guards 
against the black prisoners, he ex- 
plained. 


ON POINT FIVE, he said: "A crime 


must be dealt with by punishment, but 
today we must be more concerned with 
the rehabilitation of these inmates. Help 
them as much as we can so they don't 
become repeaters. 


"Our prisons are overcrowded today 


because we have too many repeaters . . . 
men who are punished rather than reha- 
bilitated and when they're released, they 
commit the same crime again. 


"First offenders must be given better 


treatment, especially. We must counsel 
them and help find them a job when they 
leave, help them find stability so they 
don't get in trouble again. 


"We must recognize the fact that 95 


per cent of our prisoners today will be 
returned to society . . . put back on the 
street again. And we need to rehabilitate 
them for our own protection. 


"Our prisons at the federal level are 


more enlightened than our state prisons. 
They've recognized the need for halfway 
houses and rehabilitation. They have re- 
formed. There will not be another Attica 
at the federal level." 


SCHLICKMAN SAID since he first took 


office in 1965, Illinois has made much 
progress in prison reform. 


"I introduced a bill for halfway houses 


for felons in Illinois during my first 
term. This provided for prisoners re- 
leased on parole to spend from one to six 
weeks at a halfway house before they 


fully return to society. 


"At the halfway house they would be 


given counseling and make use of Job 
placement services. It passed the House 
and Senate, but was vetoed by then Gov. 
Otto Kerner. But it was reintroduced and 
later signed into law." 


A work release bill has been passed in 


Illinois, he said, that provides select in- 
mates to work in society by day, and 
return to prison at night. 


"They are charged room and board for 


staying at the prison. If their family is 
on public aid, the money they make is 
used to take them off. If there is any- 
thing left over — or if they have no fami- 
ly on public aid — the money is placed in 
an escrow savings account for them to 
collect when they are released. 


"These programs are in full swing to- 


day and Illinois is a model in the United 
States hi that regard," he said. 


SCHLICKMAN SAID a bill was signed 


a few years ago by Gov. Richard B. 
Ogilvie providing for an inmate art fair 
at Stateville in which prisoners can sell 
their paintings to the public. Money re- 
ceived from the paintings is placed in an 
escrow savings account for them too, un- 
til they are released. 


"That's why I had gone to Stateville 


last Sunday. But it was called off till this 
weekend because of bad weather. You 
don't see the inmates, but their art is 
sold outside the walls to those who are 
interested," he said. 


He said a furlough bill has been passed 


in Illinois now which provides for hand- 


picked inmates to leave the prison walls 
for a few hours to speak to schools and 
civic organizations on how they became 
criminals and what prisons are like to- 
day. 


Also, a bill has been passed which al- 


lows inmates in Illinois to leave in case 
of an emergency for a short time, such 
as an illness in the family or death. 


"An Attica in Illinois? I hope not ... 
r 


and personally I don't think we'll have 
one. But we must be vigilant. In State- 
ville it is more than 60 per cent black 
and these inmates have a high degree of 
militancy toward whites. 


"Attica was a tragedy. A tragedy be- 


cause reform there will come only 
through the death of many inmates and 
guards . . . rather than while they were 
living," he said.

In 125th Year, Church Gets Facelift

Steeplejacks pounded new life into the 


old church and saw that its spire was 
made bird-proof as well as rain-proof. 


St. John United Church of Christ, lo- 


cated at the southwest corner of Algon- 
quin and Roselle roads, Palatine, had its 
face lifted this week for a very special 
occasion: its 125th anniversary, which 
will be celebrated this Sunday. 


Steeplejacks 
from 
Janesville, 
Wis., 


tore off the original church shingles 
and replaced them with new ones. 


Besides reshingling the spire, they also 


replaced a lightening rod and rebuilt the 
upper part of the steeple to keep birds 
from coming in near the old bell. 


A church spokesman said for years 


birds have cluttered the bell tower with 
droppings, old nests and other odds and 
ends they would pick up. 


AMONG THESE items was an assort- 


ment of cigarette butts. Rev. Carl Zim- 
merman, pastor of St. John for the past 
two years, was afraid that one day the 
birds might bring a lighted cigarette to 
the tower and burn the church down. 


But now the area has beeen screened 


and the birds are no longer allowed in 
church. 


Sunday, a special anniversary service 


for the 142-member congregation will be 
held at 10:45 a.m. and will be followed by 
a dinner at noon and a special afternoon 
program at which several of the church's 
old pastors will be present, including 
Rev. Peter Beecken, who served there 20 
years, Rev. Lorin Harrison, who served 
there four years, and Rev. C. E. Houk, 
who served as interim pastor there for 
several months before Rev. Zimmerman 
arrived. 


The church was organized in 1846 and 


formally named the United Evangelical 
Congregation in 1850. 


In 1875 a new church building was 


dedicated and the church was renamed 
St. John Evangelical and Reform. In 1882 
fire destroyed the parsonage and church

Attica Shadow 


Over Illinois 


For the 40 guards and prisoners 


who died last week at Atitca State 
Prison in New York State, there is 
nothing left. 


For those persons who seek pris- 


on reform in Illinois and in other 
states, perhaps the blood at Attica 
can create a drive to change some 
of the methods we use to deal with 
criminals in American society. 


In Illinois, some of the same con- 


ditions exist that exist in the New 
York system. Illinois has 8.000 men 
in six major penal institutions. Sev- 
enty per cent of the prisoners are 
black 


As 
in 
any 
urbanized 
state, 


society's problems are reflected 
more heavily in a prison popu- 
lation 
Drug 
addiction, violence 


and increasing political militancy 
abound in our institutions, 


Political militancy is the latest 


problem 
Prison 
officials 
were 


atnonc the first persons to recog- 
nize the Black Muslim movement 
15 years ago; today, youth gang's 
and the Black Panthers compete to 
organize prisoners into political 
units 


Au'ainst the background of politi- 


cal upheaval is the prison itself — 
an institution which develops a set 
of traditions all its own. When pris- 
oner--; demand reform and seek al- 
ternatives to the emptiness and iso- 
lation of prison life, they are mov- 
ing against an institution which f- 
ceives little outside pressure for 
change. 


Peter Bensmger, 35, head of the 


Illinois Department of Corrections, 
has taken the leadership in encour- 
aging change. With strong legisla- 
tion from such prison reform lead- 
ers as State Uep. Eugene. Schlick- 
man. 
K-Arlinetnn Heights. Ben- 


singer has brought the following 
changes: 


—Permitting inmates to write 


three — not noc, as before — let- 
ters per week. 


—Calling out an inmate's name 


— not his number, as before — 
when his wife comes to visit him. 


—Expanding visiting hours to in- 


clude Sundays and holidays. 


Bensinger and Schlickman aren't 


alone in their struggle. This week 
134 persons, including prison offi- 
cials and judges, announced they 
would support prison reform legis- 
lation to allow "decent, productive 
lives" for prisoners. 


Reform cannot be accomplished 


by liberalizing all rules overnight. 
Prison officials agree safety-valve 
changes must accompany the edu- 
cation of guards and other persons 
who work with prisoners on a day- 
by-day basis. 


Reform won't be speeded, how- 


ever, when men such as State Sen. 
John Graham, R-Barrington, de- 
nounce the press and "outside 
agitators," thus missing the deeper 
need for changes within the prisons 
themselves. All is NOT rosy in 
prisons: change is needed. 


The core of the problem is that 


prisoners are too often ignored by 
the public or regarded by prison 
officials as numbers or animals. 
Some prisoners shouted at Attica. 
"We no longer wish to be treated 
as statistics, as numbers. We want 
to be treated as human beings, we 
W I L L be treated 
as human 


beings." 


The system these men criticized 


did little to reformation. We agree 
that many prisoners are violent 
and dangerous; above all, though, 
they must be first treated as men 
and as individuals. 


Reform will not come by opening 


all of our prison doors tomorrow. It 
will begin when guards are better 
trained, when medical and psy- 
chiatric help is available and when 
many taken-for-granted "outside" 
privileges, such as books and mail, 
are available for prisoners who 
wish them. 


The shadow of Attica falls in a 


deeper shadow, that of society's 
problems of violence, crime, drugs 
and death. Change in society must 
accompany prison reform to make 
reform meaningful. Perhaps, after 
Attica, state penal officials can 
gain the public support they need 
to continue prison reform. It is an 
important part of a much deeper 
problem. 


Help For Mother Nature 


Man is the only creature capable 


of 
destroying the environment — 


his own and that of all other crea- 
tures. 


Yet man is the only creature that 


can care about preserving a hap- 
hazard arrangement of rocks on 
a mountainside. 


After a two-year study of the 


Great Stone Face on Cannon Moun- 
tain 
in New Hampshire, over- 


looking Franconia Notch, a team of 
government seismologists has re- 
ported on the condition of the 
state's foremost tourist attraction. 


They found that the greatest dan- 


ger to the stability of the famous 
profile was the wind blowing on the 
boulders and vibrating the turn- 
buckles that hold them together. 
(The turnbuckles were installed 
years ago to keep the profile from 


disintegrating.) 


The vibrations were eliminated 


by wedging supports under 
the 


turnbuckles. 


In addition to the wind, three oth- 


er varieties of seismic phenomena 
could affect the rocks that make up 
the face. These are quarry blasts, 
e a r t h q u a k e s and nuclear ex- 
plosions. 


None of these offers any appre- 


ciable threat to the rocks' stability, 
s a y the seismologists. Earth- 
quakes, particularly, are "a re- 
mote hazard" to the Old Man of the 
Mountains. 


Now, if we can just keep those 


nuclear explosions under control, 
many generations to come will con- 
tinue to marvel at this example of 
Mother Nature's sculpturing abili- 
ty. 


Wider Buses 
Are Opposed 


H. R. Bill 4354 now pending before the 


Senate proposes wider buses, and I want 
to state that I am unalterably opposed to 
any further increases in dimensions and 
weight allowance or combinations in 
buses, trucks or any proposed or future 
vehicles using our streets, roads, high- 
ways and interstate systems. 


I don't remember where I heard it, but 


I recall hearing of a probably mythical 
figure who once said something like, 


Q. & A. On No-Fault Insurance 


Alternative Coverage Plan 


The questions and answers on "no- 


fault" insurance that appeared in your 
article of Sept. 7 clearly do not tell the 
whole story, and we of the Northwest 
Suburban Bar Association No Fault In- 
surance Study Committee respectfully 
request equal time. 


The present "no-fault" bill will in- 


crease premiums. The credible basis 
upon which we can come to this con- 
clusion is that in Massachusetts, the only 
state where the plan has been in oper- 
ation since January of 1971, premiums 
have increased an average of $100 per 
policyholder. When the insurance com- 
missioner of that state attempted to re- 
duce premiums, several of the largest in- 
surance companies threatened to pull 
out. 


Under the present plan, the insured 


must oot only buy the new "no-fault" 
coverage, but also continue to carry the 
liability coverage that he has been carry- 
ing all of these years. This is due to the 
fact that in cases of death or dis- 
memberment, permanent total or per- 
manent partial disability or permanent 
serious disfigurement, the injured party 
has the option of pursuing his remedies 
under the present law for compensation. 


Another significant reason why we be- 


lieve the premiums will increase, at least 
for the average family man with a wife 
and two children, is that since there is no 
necessity of determining who was 
at 


fault in a collision, the exposure of the 
insurance carrier will be at least four 
times greater when considering the fami- 
ly man with two children as opposed to 
the single driver. 


The fact that nothing was done with 


the property damage problems of auto- 
mobile collisions is significant in that 
two-thirds of all automobile insurance

premiums in the past have been charged 
for property damage coverage. This area 
of coverage has seen the most significant 
rise in insurance premiums, yet this bill 
does not even consider this question, ex- 
cept as an innuendo when including the 
53,000 arbitration provision. 


The plan has .not offered any signifi- 


cant new items. The public has had for 
many years medical pay coverage and 
the right to purchase accident and health 
insurance to cover lost wages. "No- 
Fault" however has significantly taken 
away some of the rights of the individ- 
ual, including the most basic rights to 
recover for pain and suffering. 


Your answer to the question "What if 


treatment of injuries costs more than 
those limits?" was patently wrong. An 
injured person in most cases would not 
retain the right to sue for general dam- 
ages if the treatment of injuries costs 
more than those limits, unless he could 
prove that he was permanently or par- 
tially disabled, permanently seriously 
disfigured, or lost his life or a body 
member. The only recovery that could be 


made for pain and suffering under most 
injury conditions would be by allowing 
the injured party to recover the amount 
under the bill of one-half of any bills up 
to $500.00 and one times any bills over 
$500.00. There are also problems with 
definitions under this bill. No one seems 
to know what permanent partial dis- 
ability is or how to define it. 


We of the Northwest Suburban Bar As- 


sociation h ave offered an alternative 
plan which would remedy many of the 
shortcomings under the present bill. Our 
alternative is being made jointly with the 
Illinois Trial Lawyers Association, the 
Chicago Bar Association, and the Illinois 
State Bar Association. 


Our only hope is that before endorsing 


this plan in total, people will take a good 
look at what they will be getting and 
what they will be losing and realizing the 
many shortcomings of this bill ask the 
legislature to remedy this in the fall ses- 
sion.

School Administration Criticized 


In recent days, a number of students, 


parents and staff members in School Dis- 
trict 57 have become painfully aware of 
the effects of highly unsatisfactory im- 
plementation of a program to reduce the 
number of teachers in the District. Some 
of the mistakes made in connection with 
the program include poor judgment in 
making teacher transfers and assign- 
ments, arbitrary dealings with staff 
members involved, preferential treat- 
ment of one school and poor commu- 
nications with parents. These failures of 
management could have been avoided 
and are inexcusable. 


I submit that this is only one additional 


indication of basic problems facing Dis- 
trict 57 which are serious, deep rooted 
and not well understood by many persons 
interested in the District. Following are 
brief comments on some additional diffi- 
culties: 


1. Reading and Language Arts Pro- 


grams — Teaching of these basic sub- 
jects throughout the District has been 
severely hampered by introduction of 
new but not necessarily hotter text mate- 
rial with little apparent evaluation. None 
of the six K-6 schools in the District ap- 
pear to offer identical programs. Some 
teachers are improperly trained or un- 
willing to learn how to take full advan- 
tage of text materials available. 


2. Mathematics — District 57 gradu- 


ates have consistently scored relatively 
low on certain high school entrance tests 
in mathematics. No clear-cut program 
has apparently been instituted to correct 
the deficiencies in texts and/or teaching 
methods employed in the district. 


3. Summer School — Changes in fi- 


nancing initiated by the School Board 
three years ago resulted in a four-fold 
increase in enrollment in summer school. 
Unfortunately, 
however, a repetitive, 


unimaginative summer school curricu- 
lum, combined with lackadaisical per- 
formances by some teachers have been 
permitted to plague the program. These 
factors have resulted in less interest by 
children and considerably lower enroll- 
ment this year. 


4. Poor Employee Selection, Super- 


vision and Evaluation — As a result of 
administrative action or inaction, some 
extremely good staff members have left 
the District. On the other hand, poor hir- 
ing and firing techniques have resulted 
in a number of undesirable teachers 
being retained. Some of this small minor-

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ity verge on the incompetent, are unam- 
bitious, have poor relationships with par- 
ents and/or just don't like children. 


5. Poor Communications — Results of 


Iowa Basic tests and other achievement 
tests are apparently no longer routinely 
shared with parents. Regular staff meet- 
ings held at 3:00 p.m. on Monday in each 
school have been curtailed. Parents and 
other citizens too often receive in- 
complete 
or inaccurate answers to 


straightforward questions about school 
affairs. 


In addition to these problems caused 


by poor management, the District has 
also been affected adversely by the gue- 
rilla warfare being conducted by the 
Mount Prospect Education Association 
through its campaign of strike threats, 
etc. 


The inescapable conclusion is that the 


District is not performing anywhere near 
its potential. Despite this, few parents or 
other citizens appear to be concerned. 
School Board members receive very few 
telephone calls. The Caucus has difficul- 
ty finding aggressive, probing School 
Board members. Parent-teacher organi- 
zations shy away from controversial is- 
sues. Too many of us want to assume a 
low profile and not get involved. In short, 
apathy has a lot going for it in District 
57. 


So long as taxpayers of the District 


condone this kind of administration we 
will continue to be shortchanged and our 
children will be cheated. It's high time 
taxpayers, parents and other citizens 
raised questions, voiced concern and 
worked for action to correct the situ- 
ation. If you agree (or disagree) with 
this view, make yourself heard. 


One place to start is to talk to mem- 


(Don't expect 
instant success with one telephone call, 
however.)

DETROIT (UPI) — Falling autumn 


leaves signal that it's time to give your 
automobile a pre-winter checkup to help 
get it through the coming ice and snow. 


Since the heart of any checkup is an 


engine tuneup, garage service station 
cash registers will be busy during the 
next few weeks. But they may play an 
even livelier tune if you don't have the 
checkup. It's more important now that 
stricter emission standards 
have re- 


quired engine modificatiins and anti-pol- 
lution devices. Only a well-tuned car will 
give trouble-free service in cold weather. 


It's also important from gas mileage 


standpoint. Poor-running engines are in- 
efficient as well as pollutent. 


If your car has traveled several thou- 


sand miles since the last tune-up, new 
points and condenser in the distributor 
are in order and, possibly, new spark 
plugs. Electronic ignition systems will 
eliminate the conventional distributor 
nnd make new points unnecessary, but 
they will not be in widespread use for a 
few years. 


Check the distributor cap for possible 


cracks. A cracked cap can retard start- 
ing on chilly, dewy mornings. Falling 
temperatures precipitate moisture which 
gets inside the cap. 


AI>0 IMPORTANT is a thorough 


check of the exhaust system. You'll be 
driving with windows closed most of the 
winter. A leaking exhaust system could 
result in deadly fumes seeping into the 
passenger compartment. 


Then there's the battery. Cold weather 


makes great demands on it. To turn over 
an icy engine requires far more battery 
power than a starting during summer 
months. Records show that about 90 per 
cent of all wintertime service station 
calls for assistance involve "no start" 
problems, usually resulting from a dead 
battery. If it is weak, replace it. You 
probably will save that much money in 
road and parking lot calls. 


Anti-freeze 
in 
the cooling system 


should be checked. Since anti-freeze is 
used for both winter and summer driv- 


ing, 
most motorists leave it in all year. If 


the anti-freeze is two years old or older, 
it may need a booster, or a new shot of 
rust inhibitor. The safest bet is to put in 
fresh anti-freeze. 


Your tires should have a good thick- 


ness of tread. Winter months with rutted 
ice and heavy snow can be as hard on 
tires as hot summer driving. Smooth 
tires skid easily on snow or ice. While 
studded tires for winter driving are use- 


ful, 
some states are having second 


thiughts about permitting them. Evi- 
dence is building that the studs rough up 
and wear out higways too fast. States 
that do permit them usually designate 
only winter months with a date for start- 
ing their use and another date in the 
spring for removing them. 


Other major areas to check: oil level 


in the transmission and rear axle, grease 
in the wheel bearings, wheel alignment 
and balancing and brakes.

right kind. Throw away the conventional 
window latches on your windows, and in- 
stall either keyed locks (about $3 each), 
or the double-lever type that can't be 
manipulated from outside. 


And make sure that back doors, ga- 


rage doors, basement windows and all 
other openings that provide access are 
strong and securely locked. 


But most burglars, contrary to what 


you probably believe, operate in the day- 
time — prime hours are 10 a.m. to 3 p.m. 
— and simply walk in through the front 
door. Make it secure and you've greatly 
altered the odds against your being next 
week's victim. 


IF YOUR front door is typical it's 


equipped with a springlock — the kind 
that clicks shut as you close the door — 
and a square bolt that deadlocks when 
you "cloublelock" the door. The pin-tum- 
bler cylinder is easy to pick, and the 
horizontal bolt has a short throw. A jim- 
my, or just a stout screwdriver, will 
open up enough space between the door 
and the jamb to free the bolt. And these 
locks arc vulnerable to a dozen other 
burglars' tricks. 


V'ou 
need a secondary lock that's rea- 


sonably resistant to picking and jimmy- 
ing. The kind that's baffled most bur- 
glars, until recently, is the vertical dead- 
bolt type;. A pair of strong bolts move up 
ami down, engaging the ears or rings 
that fasten to the jamb. 


Quality locks of this type make a 


strong, solid door virtually jimmy-proof. 
Combine one with a pick-resistant cylin- 
der (choose Medeco or Duo, says Schil- 
lizzi) and you could include all the most 
professional and determined burglars. 
You could, that is, until the burglars in- 
vented their new tool. 


It's a "puller," a gadget that plucks 


out the whole cylinder as easily as you'd 
remove a cork from a bottle. From 25 to 
30 per cent of the reported burglaries in

Imports Surcharge Could 
Hurt Here, Abroad: Expert 


The administration's new economic 


game plan is a definitive plus for the 
economy in both short and long term, but 
the 10 per cent surcharge on imports 
could have possible negative efftcts for 
those nations heavily dependent on ex- 
port business, said Warren Van Gen- 
deren, president of ISI Corp., San Fran- 
cisco. 


"While the 10 per cent surcharge will 


aid American manufacturers, it could 
cause disruptions in the economies of 
Western Europe and Japan, a potential 
situation which should be accorded care- 
ful attention," he added. 


"Unless they can find new markets for 


their goods, their economies could be se- 
riously affected," Van Genderen said. 
"And, if recessions should develop in 
these countries as a result, there would 
ultimately be economic and political re- 
percussions in the United States." 


Van Genderen reviewed the situation 


in a recent meeting with ISI's Chicago- 
based investment advisory organization. 


"The effects of the 10 per cent sur- 


charge already are being felt both here 
and abroad," Van Genderen said. "One 
of these is that some foreign manufac- 
turers whose chief market has been the 
United States are looking elsewhere to 
sell their goods. This could cause some 
dislocations in the economies of the na- 
tions involved with resultant repercus- 
sions here." 


Van Genderen also expresses concern 


about the abrupt change in the inter- 
national monetary system under which 
Western nations have operated for more 
than a decade. "But over all, the admin- 
istration's new economic game plan is a 
boon to economic growth. President Nix- 


on has put discipline back in the econo- 
my, a necessary ingredient for sound fu- 
ture development," he said. 


Van Genderen believes an excess prof- 


its tax such as has been proposed by 
some economists "would obviously hurt 
earnings." 


"However," he adds, "if people decide 


that such a move would foster the return 
of some real stability to the economy, 
they might look ahead with confidence to 
earnings in 1973 and 1974 and give stock 
prices higher-price earnings multiples."

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Hospital Opens 38-Bed Unit 


Room for 38 more patients will be 


added to Northwest Community Hospital 
this week with the opening of the new 
single-story nursing unit. This will in- 
crease the total capacity of the hospital 
to 261 beds. 


The new unit has 19 two-bed rooms 


plus conference, recreation, office and 
lounge areas on the first floor totaling 
16,900 square feet. The $1.2 million cost 
includes everything necessary to care for 
the patient. 


The lower level contains two large oc- 


cupational therapy rooms the building 


mechanical equipment section and a con- 
siderable amount of uncommitted space. 


The hospital occupancy has been in- 


creasing at the rate of .9 per cent per 
month for the past three years. During 
the past two years the solarium areas 
were frequently used for patients and on 
occasions, beds were placed in the halls. 
On several days during the past six 
months the overall occupancy of North- 
west Community approached 110 per 
cent and the month of June recorded 98.3 
per cent, which would mean that there 
were very few days when beds were 
available for elective procedures.

The only distractions are Prime's five 


little girls, aged 2-7, for whom he must 
babysit while painting. 


When asked how he manages to paint 


with 
five little kids 
underfoot, he 


laughed and said, "I use them as paint 
brushes." Given charcoal and paper, 
they are more or less content creating on 
their own. 


OF COURSE PRIMO publicly shows 


his work and he does sell his paintings. 
He eventually hopes to paint full-time 
and then it will be a necessity. But the 
point Primo Viray gets across is that he 
paints for the pleasure of just one person 
... himself. 


"If I don't want to part with a paint- 


ing, I price it too high," he said. "I price 
the way I feel about a painting. It's not 
the size at all." 


"I've exhibited in art shows but it 


takes a lot of time," he continued. "I'd 
rather spend the time painting or sketch- 
ing." 


With no formal art instruction, Primo, 


born in Lingayen, Pangasinan, Philip- 
pines, began doodling, sketching and 
drawing at the age of 10. Placing no val- 
ue on his work, he either hung it around 
the family home or gave it away. 


UPON COMPLETING a 
four-year 


course in nursing at the University of 
Santo Thomas, Manila, in 1958, Primo 
volunteered to the Jaycees International 
as a nurse in Laos for two years. While 
there, he became a very close friend of 
an American helicopter pilot who urged 
Primo to pursue a career as an artist. 


His friendship and persuasion planted 


the seed. But it has only been in the last 
several years that Primo has taken art 
seriously. While he has experimented 
with a variety of media, including water 
color, charcoal and pencil, he is primar- 
ily into oil. 


"I'm a slow worker and oil is con- 


ducive for my work," said the Elk Grove 
father. "I seldom use the brush at all. I 
prefer the palette knife; it better ex- 
presses my feelings." 


PRIMO RECENTLY did receive some 


formal training attending classes for a 
year at the Art Institute of Chicago. 
However, because of his lack of time, he 
was forced to quit. He hopes soon to be 
able to go back and study sculpture, a 
field which has recently intrigued him. 


"I've observed a lot of sculpture and I 


just want to get my hands on it," he 
explains his desire to learn. 


A glance around Prime's studio, set off 


to one side of his living room, indicates 
he sticks to no one subject idea. Yet. 
there is a decided emphasis on land- 
scapes. 


"My subject matter is all around me. I 


see things while driving or sometimes 
while watching TV. Just listening to con- 
versations suggests ideas to me. Wher- 
ever I go, I carry pencil and paper for 
sketching," he said. 


"But a lot of my work is from the 


memory of my hometown. I go for sea- 
scapes more so than other subjects. I 
was born on an island. I feel easy with 
water and can capture it." 


Wants Prison For Studios

ROME (UPD — American artist Zoe 


Apostolides does her painting these days 
in a converted soap factory, but she has 
her eyes on bigger and better quarters — 
Regina Coeh 'Queen of Heaven) prison. 


"Now if we could convert THAT into 


studios, we'd really have something" she 
said looking at the 19th century Roman 
jail which stands across Via Mantellate 
from her studio. 


All prisoners soon are to be moved to a 


new jail outside the city. The fate of the 
old building is a matter of intense specu- 
lation by the neighbors who are used to 
jokes about their address. Say you live in 
Via Mantellate and Romans reply "Num- 
ber 27?" — the prison number. 


It was the light that brought the au- 


burn-haired young woman to Rome after 
a decade of globe-trotting that found her 
in the Mediterranean every summer. 


"THE ROMAN LIGHT is extraor- 


dinary. You can bathe in it," she said. 
"And you have those marvelous sun- 
sets " She borrows sunset colors for her 
acrylic or watercolor paintings which she 
defme«; as abstract expressionist. 


She avoids using the word "land- 


scape" to define her paintings with their 
strong colors in abstract forms but she 


says she goes out to sit in the midst of 
landscapes while painting to draw in- 
spiration. 


"The color becomes so beautiful. You 


build up such a vocabulary of forms," 
she said. And always there is the clear 
Mediterranean light, influencing her to 
move toward greater brilliance of color. 


Miss Apostolides located in Rome two 


years ago, enjoying a change from New 
York winters. She sets off with car and 
tent come summer to work outdoors in 
some new location around the Mediterra- 
nean. 


SHE WORKS IN watercolor in nature, 


then in winter returns to her studio to 
"transcribe" watercolors into larger can- 
vases painted with acrylics. 


Then comes selling, and while she 


finds Italians "fantastically responsive" 
she still sells most of her work in the 
U.S.A. 


The San Francisco native started out 


studying architecture at the University 
of California in Berkeley because she 
loved mathematics and wanted to com- 
bine it with art. 


"Architecture didn't allow me the free- 


dom I wanted," she said. So she switch- 
ed to an art major 


After studying with Hans Hofmann and 


George Grosz in New York, she lived in 
Boston, Washington, D.C., and Panama 
City. She had her first big show at the 
University of Panama in 1956. 


Two years of enjoying Roman sunshine 


has rooted her to the Eternal City. "I 
just love it here. It kills me to think of 
going to New York for a few weeks," she 
said. 


MISS APOSTOLIDES said she is all in 


favor of women artists fighting the big 
museums to include a proportion of more 
than just two to five per cent of women's 
work in shows. 


"In visual art this has been the last of 


the masculine strongholds," she said. 


But she is disturbed at some of the 


forms taken by women's liberation pro- 
tests. "Symbolic acts like shaving your 
head cut off too much of your commu- 
nication with the rest of the world," she 
said. 


"Instead of protesting, just live as 


freely as you can in whatever profession 
you adopt. 


"To wish to become more than a sex 


object or an all-encompassing mother is 
understandable, but to be more, the revo- 
lution, it seems to me, must be in women 
themselves, in their own true sense of 
themselves."

A lot of Mrs. Richard Coffclt's inter- 


views have gone to the dogs. It doesn't 
upset her in the least ... not as editor, 
publisher and one-member staff writer of 
a quarterly magazine, Animal Lovers. 


But Mrs. Coffelt is interested in birds 


and other animals beside canmrs. She's 
also hnri a lot of experience with cats, 
horses, parakeets, rabbits :.nd all kinds 
of 700 animals If it has four legs or flies, 
with a story to toll, Anita Coffelt will 
make a contact, get the facts and write 
up the item. 


The IB-page mag;ume is published and 


mailed right from Mrs. Coffelt's home in 
Arlington Heights 


It all began two years ago when Anita, 


who then resided in Pittsburgh, Pa., no- 
ticed that there were no magazines on 
the market featuring animals in general. 


THERE WERE SPECIAL magazines 


for cat lovers and many focusing on just 
dogs, but other animals were more or 
less ignored. 


"I originally was going to start a news- 


letter, but I found so much material that 
I decided to go with the magazine," said 
Anita. 


After advertising in national pet maga- 


zines. Mrs. Coffelt 
found subscribers 


from across the country, currently be- 
tween 4n<K)Oo. 


That's why whon her husband, who is 


employed by United Airlines, was trans- 


ferred to the Chicago area two months 
ago. Mrs. Coffelt merely picked up her 
typewriter, changed the return address 
of her mailings and started up right 
where she left off with a whole new ter- 
ritory waiting to be explored for animal 
features. 


ALTHOUGH Mrs. Coffelt spends quite 


a bit of time researching articles on her 
own, much of her load is eased by read- 
ers who send in stories about their own 
individual pets with picures to accom- 
pany them. Both Gaines and Purina cat 
and dog centers are additional sovrces of 
information. 


And once in a while, Mrs. Coffelt does 


a little bit of traveling to get a human 
interest animal feature. Last November 
she went to the White House where an 
interview had been set up with Pasha, 
Vicky and King Timahoe, the President's 
dogs, and their- handler too of course, 
Traphes Bryant. 


"I had read other stories about the 


dogs but never were my questions ever 
answered. I wanted to find out if they eat 
what my dogs do and if they sleep in 
fancy beds," she said. 


OTHER CELEBRITIES having been 


featured in Animal Lovers include an al- 
ley cat who despite her upbringing was 
crowned queen of cats; a 16-week-old lion 
who went home every night with a zoo 
a t t e n d a n t ; a white canary named 
Blanche; and a Detroit Zoo chimpanzee, 
Danny, whose paintings are periodically 


auctioned to raise money for the zoo. A 
Florida resident paid $100 for one of 
Danny's oils. 


Short items appearing in the magazine 


include tips on how to make bunk beds 
for cats, health warnings for house pets, 
and what to look for in a good dog house. 


But there is also a serious side to Ani- 


mal Lovers. Mrs. Coffelt often uses her 
magazine as a platform from which to 
speak out on unpopular animal practices. 


When the furor broke out over re- 


search animal cruelty, Mrs. 
Coffelt 


launched her own investigation at the an- 
imal research unit connected with the 
University of Pittsburgh. She reported it 
as she saw it. 


"WHILE I AM against bizarre ex- 


periments of course, those vital to home 
life must be done. And, I found no real 
mistreatment of the animals. For every 
operation, the animal was always com- 
pletely anesthetized. 


"I like to think of my magazine as a 


place to speak out," she said. "I often 
urge my subscribers to write their legis- 


lators to introduce bills that will curtail 
animal cruelty. 


"Two years ago, I read an article 


about horses being sored. We urged ev- 
eryone to write and ask their representa- 
tives to curb this practice and legislation 
was finally passed," she said. 


Soring is a procedure where the area 


immediately above the hoof is either 
badly burned or pricked with tacks. A 
very painful treatment, the horses can't 
stand to put their feet down. This in turn 
causes them to prance. 


MRS. COFFELT USES her mornings 


to catch up on housework and run er- 
rands, but afternoons are set aside for 
the magazine. 


Between 1 and 5:30 p m., while her 


8-year-old daughter is in school, Mrs. 
Coffelt might be writing off for specific 
material, stapling pages together, editing 
final copies, composing at her typewri- 
ter or getting the finished product ready 
for mailing. When you're a one man 
team, it just depends upon which job 
needs to be done next.

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Symposium Examines Sex9 Sensually 


by DOROTHY OLIVER 


Physicians 
psychiatrists 
counselors 


and therapists from across the country 
met at Forest Hospital in Des Flames 
last weekend to discuss sex, sensuality 
and the taboos that accompany them 


The three day symposium was organ- 


ized by Dr Dover Roth, and Dr Melvm 
Nudelman through the hospital's Post- 
graduate Center for Mental Health Edu- 
cation and the Forest Hospital Founda- 
tion 


It was cited during the symposium, 


that too often physicians and authorities 
in the behavioral sciences fall back on 
their own prejudices and taboos when 
called upon to counsel persons on sexual 
behavior This situation may be further 
•iggravated by the professional's lack of 
knowledge of diagnostic tools and thera- 
peutic techniques for helping individuals 
and couples overcome their difficulties 


BECAME OF THE guilt and threats 


used to contiol sexuality and the need to 
break those ingrained habits if he is to 
deal with the sex problems of others the 
counselor gynecologist urologist clergy- 
man etc must first 
desensitize ' him 


self advised Dr Edward Tyler, keynote 
speaker for the Friday night session 


Parents teachers and society teach fe- 


males two messages 
to turn on their 


sensuality to attract males and to turn it 
off once thev reach a certain level, Ty- 
ler said Males on the other hand are 
encouraged to chase a bit and brag a lot 


but are warned not to cause a pregnancy 
or pick up a disease 


As a people, Americans are constantly 


being told don't do it and do it The prob- 
lem is compounded when the male and 
female enter into a sexual relationship 


"A YOUNG MAN can't admit his na- 


ivete without losing masculine status " 
Tyler stated "He must perform well in- 
stantly To avoid the anxiety of question- 
ing his ability to perform he is frequently 
so focused on his own behavior that he is 
not aware of or responsive to the needs 
and cues of his partner 


"The novice female can t offer her new 


partner suggestions without implying she 
has had previous experience or is over- 
sexed She can't even ask questions with- 
out risking embarrassing him since he is 
ashamed to admit he needs her help So 
what should be a learning experience for 
both is shut off by a conspiracy of si- 
lence " 


Tyler, professor of psychiatry at In- 


diana University and also consultant to 
the Institute for Sex Research (Kmsey), 
defined the physician's goal as that of 
primary prevention 
When a female 


comes to him foi a premautal exam, he 
should provide her and her fiance with 
counseling 


"THEY NEED A PERSON, the age of 


their parents, to talk about their sexual- 
ity,' he said "A doctor is in an author- 
itative position He can tell them it's 
okay — don t be afraid of your sexuality 


He can put the establishment's stamp of 
approval on their continuing to commu- 
nicate freely with each other " 


Tyler said he personally believed a 


couple must have mutual respect, be 
equal to each other, have a high regard 
for each other and have a lack of dis- 
trust and deceit for a good sexual rela- 
tionship "I think we can reduce it to 
sex is pleasant when it enhances your 
self esteem and unpleasant when it 
threatens your self-esteem I strongly be- 
lieve involvement with each other be- 
yond a physical attraction or a sexual 
need increases the likelihood of a mu- 
tually satisfactory experience 


"MUTUAL RESPECT for the rights of 


one's partner sets up a trust so impor- 
tant to one's feeling free to enjoy oneself 
Adults who are comfortable enough to 
exhibit playfulness with each other put 
their partners at ease and 'do their own 
thing ' They can regress, make requests, 
bargain, innovate and even comfortably 
give a sincere refusal " 


Saturday's sessions dealt with tech- 


niques for treating 
individuals 
and 


couples with sexual problems and was 
conducted by dual-sex therapy teams In- 
cluded was an explanation of the process 
designed by Dr W L Masters and Mrs. 
Virginia Johnson, now being used at 
their St Louis clinic Variations of their 


technique, being used elsewhere in the 
United States, were also explained 


"There are many old wives tales, 


myths, fairy tales and folklores that sur- 
round sex," said Emma Lee Doyle, 
Ph D, a psychotherapist specializing in 
the treatment of sexual inadequacies. 
Mrs Doyle and Alex Runciman, ?h D a 
former research associate with the Re- 
productive Biology Research Foundation, 
St Louis, spoke on "Facts and Fallacies 
of Sexual Response" In the course of 
their presentation they dispelled a great 
d e a l 
of commonly 
accepted mis- 


information 


"THE MAJORITY of marriage manu- 


als ars written for the male with be- 
tween 60 and 80 per cent of the informa- 
tion for men," said Runciman "Further- 
more many are written by males and no 
matter how he tnes a man cannot accu- 
rately describe what a woman feels and 
what she experiences " 


The symposium's aim was to educate 


professionals so they can alleviate per- 
sonal problems and marital discord 
caused by sexual ignorance and dysfunc- 
tion After the formal presentations by 
authorities (films and slides were used 
extensively) the participants broke into 
workshop sessions to discuss what they 
had seen and heard

For the letter "0" there is Old Mine 


Diamond, which is a sort of antiques 
trade 
snobbery 
for 
diamonds 
from 


mines in operation before the African 
fields were discovered. It connotes rarity 
and high desirability. 


A Papboat is a small pear-shaped con- 


tainer with a tubular spout, used for 
feeding thin mixtures to infants or in- 
valids. 


Quezal is a beautiful shaded orange 


(and sometimes other colors) art glass, 
contemporary with Tiffany, named for 
the quezal bird of Central America. I 
hnve a pair of Quezal glass lamp shades 
which glow like sunset when the lamp is 
lit. 


Can you guess what a Riddle is? It is 


an old-time device for sifting flour, or in 
another usage, it is draft curtains around 
a bed. 


A SAl.LY SNOW is anything very 


small, such as a Sally Snow chair, a Sal- 
ly Snow house, etc. The original Sally 
was a midget weighing only IB pounds 
when she was 12. She was born in 1810 
and was exhibited over New England at 
fairs and museums. 


The Tomata, an early spelling of to- 


mato, meant "Inve apple." The plant is 
native to America. A tomata flask was 
an original ketchup bottle.

An Umpire jar had nothing to do with 


baseball. It was a measuring jar, often 
also used as a celery vase, and was 
named for the makers. Umpire Glass 
Works of Pittsburgh, in the 1890s. 


Vis a vis, meaning "face to face," is 


the name for an S shaped settee, with 
seats on either side, so that the occu- 
pants may face each other. Also called a 
tete a tele. 


A Weft is the same as a Woof, as any- 


one who does weaving knows. Either 
name is applied to the shuttle thread, the 
cross grain of the cloth. The Warp is the 
longways thread in a piece, which deter- 
mines the final length of the weaving. 


I ONLY KNOW one "X" term related 


to antiques, and it is Xanthine glass, 
which simply means "yellow glass." 


My "Y" stands for a mouthful. It is 


Ynisymudw. As you might guess, it is a 
Welsh term, and is the name of a terra 
cotta pottery made close to Swansea, 
Wales. From the 1850s this pottery made 
white, painted and blue slip pottery. I 
could never collect it because I wouldn't 
be able to ask for it. 


A Zoetrope is a magic lantern device, 


grandma's television, whereby a trans- 
parent disk carried images through a 
lighted lantern and flashed the pictures 
on a screen. It heralded the motion pic- 
ture art.

Ton often we think nf gardening only 


diirine three seasons — spring, summer 
and fall But the plants arc also out in 
the enrden in winter. 


We should also consider adding winter 


cnlnr and interest to our plantings by in- 
cluriine plants that have foliage, fruit, 
colored stems, even flowers, during the 
cold season 


Whether we realize it or not. the need- 


les on evergreens are leaves. In winter 
when there are few other plants with fo- 
luige. the addition of pines, spruces, firs, 
hemlock1; nnd others will give the green 
foliage te\Hire that is so necessary. 


In addition to the needle plants there 


are the nroadleaf evergreens that will 
also arid their winter green to the home 
planting 
Most common among these 


plants are rhododendrons, some azalias, 
holly and mountain laurel. Many of these 
hvoadleaf evergreens also have the bonus 
of colorful flowers in the spring. 


COI.ORFtl, BRANCHES are an at- 


traction of ^ome plants that is often over- 
looked for the winter scene. The famed 
white birch, for instance, when planted 
against a screen of evergreen plants or a 
dark building will be a highlight of inter- 
e-it in the winter scene. 


The small flowering dogwood tree is 


noted for its four season beauty. In addi- 
tion to the flowers it bears in the spring, 
many varieties will produce bright red 
berries and colorful leaves in the fall and 


winter. Both the red and yellow-stemmed 
dogwoods, available at local retail mem- 
bers of the AAN, are outstanding against 
a white building or a blanket of snow. 


COLORFUL FRUIT in the winter land- 


scape is always welcome. Among the 
mast striking fruiting plants for winter 
are fire thorns. They will have red or 
yellow berries that persist throughout the 
season, standing out against the dark ev- 
ergreen 
foliage. 
Viburnmums, 
which 


drop their leaves in winter, also have in- 
tersting fruit as does the famed holly and 
even the common barberry. 


You can even have winter flowers. The 


shrub witch hazel will poke out wiry yel- 
low tufts as soon as there is a hint of 
mild weather in February. 


There are many plants for winter col- 


or, some of which may be suited only to 
your particular area. Your local nursery- 
man who displays his AAN emblem can 
give you many suggestions for plants to 
give a winter effect.

The falling leaves that will be drifting 


by your window this fall can help protect 
your evergreens from "winter burn". 
They can help, that is, if you make the 
proper use of them. 


"Winter burn" is actually damage that 


occurs when roots imprisoned in hard, 
cold soil are unable to replace the mois- 
ture lost through the foliage during peri- 
ods of warm winter weather. According 
to the American Association of Nursery- 
men, a blanket of loostly piled leaves, 
brush, and dry grass around the base of 
the tree or shrub provides just the 
simple and effective protection needed. 


The winter mulch you create when you 


rake your lawn should be deep enough to 
store moisture and warmth, but at the 
same time it must be airy. If the leaves 
tend to mat down (as maple leaves will, 
for instance), arrange the mulch in thin 
layers with bits of brush between them. 
A depth of from four to twelve inches is 
indicated, depending on how cold you 
think it will bij this winter. 


SPEAKING OF EVERGREENS, the 


nurserymen point out that this is a good 
time of year to plant them, and since 
they keep their good looks all year 
around they'll be especially welcome in 
the season that's on its way. Plan to 
plant the shrubs or trees where you can 
see them from your window for a touch 
of cold-weather cheer. As entrance plant- 
ings they'll add a special note of wel- 
come.

Take A Look 
At Your Yard 


The next time you pull into your drive- 


way, take a good look at the narrowest 
side of your front yard. In most places, 
this is the side of the yard that takes a 
beating. The center of interest and the 
most expensive plants are over on the 
main side of the yard. Sometimes the 
thin strip of front yard becomes a step- 
child.

The 
stories were later rewritten and com- 
piled in a total of ?45 fascinating vol- 
umes the kind I grew up with. 


Patten wrote some 20,000 words a week

Dear Dr. Lamb — Should middle-aged 


and elderly people drink milk every day? 
If so, how much? Should or should they 
not have calcium? How about drinking 
ground egg shells for calcium? Is that 
safe or healthful? It seems to me that 
eating should be a relaxed and pleas- 
urable thing and not something to worry 
about. 


Dear Reader — The most frequent 


deficiency in restricted diets is calcium. 


The incidence of bone degeneration with 


age is markedly increased in people on 
diets poor in calcium. Yes, I strongly 
support drinking low-fat milk (preferably 
the one per cent fat variety but if not 
available use two per cent) or fortified 
skim milk and using other low-fat dairy 
products that provide calcium. 


An excellent product is uncreamed cot- 


tage cheese and for cooking purposes 
nonfat dry milk powder fl-1'3 cup of 
powder makes one quart of milk). You 
should try to get as much calcium each 
day as found in one quart of milk, either 
by drinking milk or using milk products 
in your cooking or by using uncreamed 
cottage cheese (a pound is equivalent to 
one pint of milk of calcium content). A 
seven-ounce can of pink salmon contains 
about as much calcium as found in a 
third of a quart of milk. 


Egg shells certainly contain calcium 


but I am unacquainted with "drinking" 
or eating them. 


I would like to stress again that there 


is nothing wrong with dairy products un- 
less you can't tolerate lactose sug^r. The 
only limitation is the fat content and 
there are low-fat dairy products that cir- 
cumvent that problem. From a stand- 
point of limiting saturated fat. some arti- 
ficial products are far worse offenders, 
specifically artificial cream or coffee 
whiteners. and some artificial milk and 
artificial whipped cream, made with 
coconut oil. 


Orar Dr. Lamb — I have a problem to 


me, very serious. I am 70 and in appar- 
ent good health. Lately, I have gained 10 
pounds, all in the breasts, which makes 
them very heavy and uncomfortable. I 
drink very little water but plenty of 
juices of all kinds, unsweetened, and 
very little of alcoholic nature. 


Dear Reader — If you have really 


gained 10 pounds in the breasts without 
weight gain elsewhere I can understand 
why you would be concerned. Better go 
get an examination if that is the case. 
Enlargement of the breasts without other 
weight gain at your age could mean 
something more than just increased fat. 
In a mature woman breasts should not 
enlarge unless there is a generalized 
weight gain or pregnancy. Because of the 
frequency of important problems in the 
breasts, I strongly urge any woman with 
any unusual change she doesn't under- 
stand to go to the doctor as soon as pos- 
sible.

It is equally as intriguing to imagine what a program

Perhaps what it all boils down to is being at the 


right place, at the right time, in the right program with 
the best supporting cast. And that best supporting cast 
is comprised of people like you and 
me, who listen, watch, write, talk, 
buy, and ogle over those precious 
few who perform for the fun, fame 
and fortune of it all.

Before a hospital ever is built in or 


near Schaumburg. the site and plans will 
be reviewed by a host of organizations, 
both public and private 


N'one of them will make the final deci- 


sion to grant or withhold federal funds 
and licensing for the hospital, but all of 
them could and likely will influence the 
outcome. 


Most of these already have taken an 


interest 
in the proposed Schaumburg 


Road site, which received zoning approv- 
al from the Schaumburg Village board 
Tursrlay niuht 


At the local level is a committee with 


members from all villages in the area 
and one representative for four area hos- 
pitals. Established to study health care 
needs, it is using the services of the 
North Suburban Association for Health 
Resources iNSAHR) to gather data for 
recommendations 
Also 
contributing 


comments is the Fox Valley Health Plan- 
ning Council. 


William Silverman is chairman of the 


committee, and also is director of Chi- 
cago Hospital Council (CHC) and Com- 
prehensive Health Planning Inc. (CHPI), 
two other groups with an interest in 
Schaumburg's plans. 


THE LOCAL committee in itself will 


wield influence only at the local level — 
with the village boards or village hospi- 
tal committees, said Silverman. A volun- 
teer group, it only can study health care 
needs and possible solutions to those 
needs, and report collective judgments to 
local authorities. 


The commiteee already has begun its 


work. Dr. Sheldon S. Waldstein, execu- 
tive director of NSAHR, met yesterday 
morning with Joseph V. Terenzio, chair- 
man of the association's planning com- 
mittee, and they are expected to an- 
nounce a plan committee meeting to be 
held within about a week.

Ducks and other wildlife inhabitants of 


the lakes are being protected by both the 
village of Hoffman Estates and the park 
district. 


Anyone found harming wildlife on the 


lakes is subject to a $200 village fine and 
a separate penalty of from $5 to $500 that 
can be imposed by Hoffman Estates 
Park District. 


Several weeks ago, a property owner 


living adjacent to one of the lakes do- 


nated 25 "farm" ducks to the area. This 
donation was made on behalf of Gateway 
Realty in Chicago by whom the resident 
is employed. 


Several domestic geese also were 


placed at the lakes at the same time. 


While a number of wild ducks are also 


living at the lakes, the new arrivals, ob- 
tained from a "farm pet shop," are tame 
and friendly. 


Because they are docile, the small 


ducks have gotten into a bit of mischief 
with local children but by and large are 
doing well. 


RESIDENTS OF the lakes area en- 


courages all interested to come and see

humans," one Twin Lakes resident said. 


Visitors may feed the wildlife but are 


asked to restrict their goodies to bread 
since those who live in the neighborhood 
are providing a staple corn diet. 


Those who live around and are inter- 


ested in Twin Lakes fear unthinking resi- 
dents of other sections of the community 
may harm the wildlife. 


THIS CAN EASILY happen if noxious 


substances are poured down sewers that 
all flow into the village lake (retention 
pond) system. 


Last winter wild ducks on the lakes 


were harmed, although slightly, by a 
substance thought to have been crank- 
case oil. 


Village and park officials alike warn 


residents to use caution in disposing of 
any petroleum-based substances. 


They suggest nothing at any time but 


clear water be poured down a sewer. 


Other substances should be poured into 


cans or jars, covered and placed with 
other refuse for scavenger collection. 


Neither park nor village officials in- 


tend to hesitate taking action when offen- 
ders are located and have promised laws 
will be enforced to te fullest in order to 
protect against violators.

Another organization, one that local 


Im-ipital supporters already have dealt 
w i t h , is the Hospital Planning Council for 
Metropolitan Chicago (HPCMC). A pri- 
vate group, until recently it was the ac- 
knowledged hospital planning agency for 
this region, said Silverman. 


As of July 15. HPCMC was absorbed 


into yet another agency, Northeastern Il- 
linois Plan Commission (NIPC). The ab- 
sorption was on a 90-day trial basis, and 
after that period it is likely HPCMC'.s 
functions will become permanent parts 
of NIPC operations, although some of 
them may be taken by other agencies, 
said Silverman. 


MFC is responsible for planning in a 


S-county area, and is concerned basically 
with land use, said Silverman. As part of 
community planning and land use inter- 
ests. NIPC "is becoming increasingly 
concerned with health delivery systems," 
he said. 


THE PROCEDURE of NIPC is similar 


to that of CHPI — review and comment 
with recommendations, said Silverman. 
On this basis, it is likely NIPC will have 
a voice in the future of any hospital 
planned for the area. Where CHPI rec- 
ommends 
action 
only on Hill-Burton 


funds. NIPC is an advisor on the dis- 
tribution of many other kinds of state 
anrl federal funding, said Silverman. 


Still more agencies become involved 


when licensing is requested. Dr. Yoder 
also decides on the granting of any state 
license for a hospital. Two groups advise 
Dr. Yoder on licensing questions — the 
Hospital Advisory Committee and the 
State Hospital Licensure Committee. Ac- 
cording to Silverman. both committees 
consist of representatives 
from 
local 


communities and all types of health care 
services — hospitals, medical associ- 
ations and dental groups. 


Once again, neither of the committees 


has final say, but do advise Dr. Yoder. 
In considering their recommendations, 
said Silverman. Dr. Yoder reviews all 
other reports and commentaries on a 
proposal. 


All the agency names and initial nick- 


names can be confusing. What it all 
means is no current plan for a hospital is 
a sure thing. There still are many steps 
that must be taken before patients can 
be admitted.

Estimate Reduced 


Cook County Highway Department offi- 


cials appear to have sharpened their pen- 
cils recently in preparation of cost esti- 
mates for Springinsguth Road widening. 


Original estimates from the county 


earlier this year listed 
Schaumburg's 


cost for the expansion to four lanes at 
$800,000. 


The project would involve the portion 


of Springinsguth Road north of Schaum- 
burg to Bode Road where the artery 
turns east into Hoffman Estates. 


The figure was revealed during a 


meeting between county officials, Mayor 
Robert 0. Atcher and Village Engineer 
Joe Zgonina last spring. 


Costs prepared by Zgonina for that 


meeting indicated that the work could be 
done for $225,000. 


Atcher this week said the county high- 


way department advised him the work 
can be done at Zgonina's figure. 


"I don't think there is any skulduggery 


involved — they apparently just didn't 
figure the job," said Atcher. 


He explained that in an agreement 


three years ago, Levitt and Sons "offered 
to do the same as Campanelli Bros, did 
on the south end" of Springinsguth Road. 


Atcher and Village Atty. Jack Siegel 


planned to meet the Levitt representa- 
tives this week to discuss Levitt financ- 
ing the widening project. 


County highway officials have asked 


the village to deposit a $225,000 check in 
the Cook County Motor Fuel Tax (MFT) 
fund. 


The gymnasium is located near an exit

and dirt before it can streak the tiled 
floors, landscaping is nearly completed 
for the modern school. 


The principal remembers that students 


and teachers used board walks to cross 
the muddy site when the school first 
opened last March. "Fishman had de- 
signed 
curved 
walks to break 
the 


straight lines of the building but those 
first board walks were no one's design 


and purely practical," said Cook. 


ABOUT THAT place where books are 


kept, Cook said, "It's not called a library 
anymore and rightly so, since the room 
is a resource and learning center." "The 
air conditioned, carpeted resource center 
is used by all children. In addition to 
stacks of books the center holds the tools 
for supplementary and enrichment pro- 
grams. 


The Hoffman Reader is an enrichment 


program that is used often. A group of 
students using earphones can listen to 
recorded lessons in the midst of the li- 
brary without disturbing the rest of the 
center, or being distracted themselves. 
Floor outlets make it possible to utilize 
every inch of space, said Cook, in con- 
tract to the older method of placing out- 
lets on outside walls. 


The principal believes Aldrin School is 


not only a good teacher's facility but a 
reasonably priced one from the tax- 
payers viewpoint.

Low Enrollment 
To Cost Schools 
$100,000 In Aid 


School Dist 21 will lose about $100,000 


in state aid because of an unexpected 
slowing down of the rate at which enroll- 
ment'! hnd been rising. 


Enrollment in Dist. 21 schools, as of 


the sixth Hay of classes, was 8.077, an 
increase of only 123 students over last 
fall's sixth day enrollment. 


Dist 21 Supt. Kenneth Gill said yester- 


day that an enrollment of 8.300 had been 
expected and that the lower enrollment 
will mean the district will receive about 
Sino.noo less in state aid than had been 
anticipated. 


Gill said the enrollment in the older 


residential areas of the district in par- 
ticular was less than anticipated. He said 
that families may have left the area be- 
cause of the generally bad economic situ- 
ation. 


The loss in anticipated state aid will 


mean the district "will have to cinch in 
its belt just that much more." he stated. 


GILL SAID the district will make a 


thorough analysts of enrollment projec- 
tion-) before continuing with its building 
program 
However, he predicted there 


will most likely be no slow-clown in the 
bnilrling of new school facilities in the 
district 


"Our building schedule wasn't planned 


to take care of all the students. We had 
planned for overloads in some classes." 


Overloaded classes will not result if en- 


rollment continues to grow slowly, he 
said. 


"However, I'm not convinced this slow 


enrollment growth will be continued 
trend. There are an awful lot of new 
buildings coming in," said Gill. 


The school with the largest enrollment 


this fall is Robert Frost School in Pros- 
pect Heights, with 699 pupils. Nathaniel 
Hawthorne School in Wheeling, with 233 
students, has the smallest enrollment.

Despite Ban, Diseased 
Trees Now Being Burned 


Despite a state Environmental Protec- 


tion 
Agency ban. trees were being 


burned this week in the Cook County 
Forest 
Preserve 
burning area near 


Wheeling. 


For residents of the area near the site 


at Portwine Road and Forestview Drive, 
burning Wednesday and yesterday ended 
a four-day respite from the smoke and 
fumes the burning site produces. 


Forest Preserve chief forester James 


Tyndall said yesterday that he had or- 
dered the burning of two piles of dis- 
eased trees which had been left over af- 
ter the site was closed last Wednesday. 


Tyndall admitted that he had not got- 


ten permission from the state agency 
which ordered an end to burning at the 
site last week. 


"The site isn't open, we're not accept- 


ing any more trees. What we tl3d up 
there was two piles of left over trees . . . 
They could well be full of dutch elm 
beetles, we couldn't just leave them sit- 
ting there, and infect other trees,'' Tyn- 
dall said 


Tyndall had ordered the site closed last 


Wednesday 
after receiving the order 


frnm the state agency. 


IIF, EXPLAINED that the state order 


went into effect last Friday, but that 
workers could not burn the two piles of 
trees la<4 week to clean out the site be- 
cause the wind was in the wrong direc- 
tion. 


The burning area is authorized to burn 


only when the wind is blowing from the 
west so that the smoke travels mainly 
across forest preserve land instead of 


into the residential area bordering the 
site on the west. 


"I was out there Saturday and I gave 


them direction to clean out the site and 
burn the trees when the wind was in the 
right direction," Tyndall said. 


Officials at the land pollution control 


division of the Environmental Protection 
agency said yesterday that the order to 
close the site was still in effect. 


A spokesman for the division office in 


Springfield said he had not been notified 
of the county's plans to burn the trees 
left at the site. 


Tne closing of the site last week was 


in compliance with an Illinois Pollution 
Control Board ruling that no exceptions 
would be granted to a ban on open burn- 
ing. 


THE STATE closed the facility and 


told the county that in order to reopen it 
would need a permit for burning trees 
with an air curtain destructor, a type of 
incinerator designed to cut pollution. 


County officials had originally planned 


to install such a device at the site, but 
had delayed the installation until definite 
rules on the use of such devices were 
established by the state. 


At Monday's Cook County Board meet- 


ing a resolution was approved urging the 
state to allow the county to continue 
burning at the site until the air curtain 
destructor could be installed. 


The tree burning site is used by munic- 


ipalities and tree service firms through- 
out the northern Cook County area as 
disposal point for dead and diseased 
trees.

Illinois Bell Co. Seeks Rate Hike 


Illinois Bell Telephone company is 


seeking approval for a general hike 
which could mean increases in suburban 
telephone bills of 15 per cent or more.

Bell is asking that no action beyond 
hearings on the proposal be made until 
after the end of the current wage-price 
freeze. Bell is asking that hearings begin 
on the issue, however, and emphasized 
that "there is no federal policy requiring 
state agencies to postpone rate hear- 
ings."

More than ino pints of blood are do- 


nnted each month at Alcxian Brothers 
Medical Center in Elk Grove Village. 


Dr Donald Fox, director of the labora- 


tory for the hospital, said Alexian Broth- 
er': uses about too pints of blood for 
transfusions each month and residents 
who make appointments to come in on 
Saturdays, donate slightly more than 
that 


Both the donations and the distribution 


of blood for the hospital is handled by the 
Chicago Blood Donor Society, a 23-year- 
old organisation which serves many Chi- 
cago-area hospitals. 


Thr blood provided by thr society 


comes from many sources, Dr. Fox said, 
including "the bad one," paid donors. 


Studies have shown that blood from 


paid donors is much more likely to be 
contaminated with hepatitis than is blood 
from volunteer donors. 


Even though the society does rely on 


paid donors for some blood, Dr. Fox 
said, it is careful about screening donors 
and is "an excellent supplier." He said 
the hospital has had a few cases where 
patients have contracted hepatitis in the 
hospital. 


THE SOCIETY originated the coopera- 


tive blood replacement plan, in which a 
person can donate blood regularly and

asked to approve two proposals,

school is the key issue, and the

We strongly recommend the ap- 


proval of both proposals as essen- 
tial for the education of children in 
Dist 96. 


Population has grown steadily in 


Dist 
9t>. particularly in Buffalo 


Grove, for the past few years and 
all indications are that this pattern 
w i l l continue. Unless the two pro- 
posals are 
approved 
now, the 


school district soon will be unable 
to properly educate the children of 
HIP area. 


Even if the proposals are passed, 


the third school will not be finished 
until September. 1973, and school 
ntlicials 
expect 
that 
population 


growth will force them into double 
sessions well before that date. If 
the proposals fail, those double ses- 
sions could continue indefinitely. 


Whether the proposals succeed 


or fail, the populaton of the district 
will continue to grow and new 
schools will be needed. If the third 


school is rejected now, it v/ill have 
to be approved later — when costs 
are higher and the existing schools 
overcrowded. 


New facilities — and the higher 


taxes to pay for them — are inevi- 
table in a growing area. They must 
come sometime and the best time 
is now, while the district has a 
chance to keep pace with devel- 
opment. 


School officials have been frank 


in saying that the proposals mean 
higher taxes but they have tried to 
soften the blow by pointing out that 
the assessed valuation of the dis- 
rict will also increase. This, they 
say, will enlarge the tax base and 
lessen the effect of the tax increase 
on individual homeowners. 


The two proposals, officials say, 


will add $105 to a typical Buffalo 
Grove tax bill next spring but by 
the spring of 1976 this figure will 
have dropped to $33. 


While we do not dispute these fig- 


ures, we believe that they fail to 
tell the full story, for the growth in 
assessed valuation will undoubt- 
edly be paralleled by a growth in 
population — and in school enroll- 
ment. 


The district's own projections 


show that even if the third school is 
built, the district will reach capac- 
ity enrollment again by September 
1975. It seems likely that before 
1975 the district will again ask the 
voters for approval of another tax 
increase, this time for a fourth 
school. Taxes that had been drop- 
ping may then rise again. 


It is a complex picture and an 


expensive one for residents of the 
district. We believe the expense is 
worthwhile and necessary.

chase, two would be in the northern area 
of the district and one is a 10-acre site in 
Buffalo Grove. 


Last month the school board agreed to

The board and administration favor an 


increment system, in which salaries paid 
experienced teachers need have no rela- 
tion to the salary paid a beginner. They 
have stated that the index system would 
be too expensive to initiate during this 
teaching year. 


The two groups have been negotiating 


a 1971-72 contract since February.

In addition, the company is making 


some changes in its classification system 
of telephone use. A "Measured Rate 30" 
classification may be used for some sub- 
urban customers who use 30 message 
units per month. Rates for that service 
would range from $5.10 to $5.50. For use 
of 65 message units, the rates would be 
$7 to $7.40. Business customers would be 
offered a monthly, one-party 70 message 
unit package priced from $11.20 to $12.

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Four Major Road 
Reconstruction 
Projects Slated 


Within the next four years, Palatine 


will undergo four major road recon- 
struction projects, including a $7.5 mil- 
lion state funded project to widen Hicks 
Road 16.000 feet from Illinois Avenue to 
Cunningham Drive. 


In a 20-year street and road improve- 


ment program prepared by Village Mgr. 
Berton Braun. a total of $11 million for 
road work is projected, much of which 
will go towards the Hicks Road project. 


The other three projects planned for 


Palatine before 1975 include widening 
with installation of storm sewers, side 
walks and lighting for Colfax Street be- 
tween Smith and Quentin, reconstruction 
of Smith Street from Colfax to Palatine 
Road to a four-lane concrete road and 
reconstruction of Palatine Road from 
Rte. 53 to Glenwood St. 


Cost of the Colfax project, which will 


be funded through special assessment 
and public benefit, is $1.2 million, ac- 
cording to Braun's report. Cost of the 
Smith Street project is estimated at 
$250.000. 


NO COST FIGURES have been pre- 


sented for the state-funded project of 
widening Palatine Road. 


From 1976 to 1990, the largest road 


work listed in the street plan calls for 
reconstruction of Hicks Road from Bald- 
win to Illinois Avenue for an estimated 
cost of $880.000. 


Another major improvement project is 


planned 
for 
Quentin 
Road 
between 


Palatine Road and Euclid Avenue. The 
8,2no-foot road improvement will cost an 
estimated $820.000. 


Braun said all estimated costs are 


based on current revenues given to the 
village from motor fuel taxes. This would 
cause the figures to be less than the ac- 


tual inflated cost that can be anticipated 
in the future when the work is actually 
done. 


Sixty-seven 
separate 
reconstruction 


projects are planned between 1976 and 
1990 on streets throughout the village. 


By far, the most expensive project in- 


cluded in the report is the Hicks Road 
widening. The project will be funded 
completely through the state, except for 
the cost of construction of train signals, 
Braun said. 


THE STATE'S preliminary plans call 


for: 


—Widening of Hicks Road to four lanes 


with a 16-foot median from Euclid to the 
Chicago and North Western Ry. tracks, 
and also from Baldwin Road north to 
Rand; 


—Widening Northwest Highway from 


four to six lanes from the railroad tracks 
to Baldwin Road, with an underpass for 
Hicks Road below the tracks. 


Although the street report, presented 


to the village board this week, is a sum- 
marization of the planning for Palatine, 
Braun said it did not represent a com- 
mitment to specific projects. 


Braun developed the report because of 


a state law adopted in 1970 requiring 
each municipality to prepare 20-year 
road plans to provide the state with re- 
search on types of road work being con- 
ducted to aid in its long-range planning 
for financing. 


The summary Braun presented was 


compiled from previous local studies 
made by Barton Aschman and Associ- 
ates in 1967 on traffic patterns, an 
analysis made by the Palatine Plan 
Commission in 1969 on traffic, and five- 
year Capital Improvement programs 
prepared by Braun the past two years. 


Attorney Claims Track 
Is Being Overassessed

An attorney for Chicago Thoroughbred 


Enterprises (CTE) says he believes Ar- 
lington Park Race Track has been con- 
sistently overassessed by Cook County 
Assessor P. J. Cullerton and says he 
may go to cojrt to try and prove it. 


Thomas Flanagan, attorney for CTE, 


which manages Arlington and Washing- 
ton Parx race tracks, said the only fair 
way to assess race track facilities is on 
the basis of what those facilities would 
bring if they were put on the market as 
scrap. 


Flanagan's statement comes as a 


sharp rebuttal to recent charges by the 
Citizens Action Program (CAP) that five 
Chicago area race tracks, including Ar- 
lington Park, have been grossly under- 
assessed and have received tax breaks of 
up to 74 per cent.

'IEA> and CAP have urged local school 
hoards to file suit against Cullerton with 
the hope of recovering $1.7 million in 
revenue CAP says was lost because of 
the underassessments. 


According to CAP, Palatine Commu- 


nity School Dist. 15 lost over $800,000; 
Arlington Heights High School Dist. 214 
lost almost $500,000; and Palatine Town- 
ship High School Dist. 211 lost $336,000 
because of the alleged tax breaks. 


Flanagan said the most commonly ac- 


cepted definition of the "fair cash value" 
of a piece of property — upon which tax 
assessments are computed — is that 
price which a buyer and seller would 
agree on for the sale of that property. 


As he interprets it, that means the 


market or resale value of the track's 
physical facilities, not the cost of build- 
ing those facilities or the potential bene- 
fit to business that might result from 
subsequent improvements. 


Flanagan said it was his impression 


that CAP had based its assessment fig- 
ures either on the cost of improvements, 
such as the lights installed two years ago 
at Arlington Park, or the potential bene- 
fit to business from those improvements.

Eight hundred trout from a trout 


"farm" in Wisconsin were being put in 
two pools Thursday at Palatine's Com- 
munity Park by the Palatine Park Dis- 
trict for a nine-day long derby, scheduled 
to begin Saturday. Upon entering the 
water, each of the fish died. 


Bruce Beiner, park district recreation 


director said he could find no reason for 
the fish to die other than some chlorine 
remained in the pool. Beiner said the 
chlorine in both pools had been turned 
off three days ago, but one of the pools 
was kept circulating, possibly picking up 
chlorine from the filters. 


But Beiner did not say what killed the 


fish in the water that was not circulated, 
other than a possible chlorine residue. 


BEINER SAID he had taken the advice 


of another park district director who has 
had fishing derbys in the past and had 
turned off the pool's chlorine just three 
days before the fish were to enter the 
water, with no ill effects. 


But fishing experts at the scene said it 


wouldn't take much chlorine to kill the 
fish, and that the three days probably 
wasn't enough time for the residue chlo- 
rine to evaporate. 


Members of the park district staff 


were at work all day yesterday cleaning 
and washing the fish before putting them 
in a freezer. But the 400 pounds of rain- 
bow trout won't go to waste. 


Beiner said the park district will now 


hold a fish fry instead of the derby. The 
park district will announce the date of 
the fish fry at a later time, Beiner said. 


Extend Low-Price 
Auto Sticker Time

ered by all the other taxes the race track 
pays," Flanagan said, citing the parimu- 
tuel, state real estate and sales taxes 
paid by the track. 


The attorney said he also takes ex- 


ception to the condition charts used by 
the assessor to figure the depreciation al- 
lowance on buildings. 


He described the condition charts as 


"guideline charts" for the assessor 
which rate the depreciation of buildings 
on a scale from one to 85 years. 


He said the charts assign a 90 per cent 


condition factor to buildings one-year-old, 
and a 20 per cent factor to buildings 85 
years old. 


"BUT IF THE TOTAL useful life of 


my property is only 10 years," Flana- 
gan said, "a chart which figures depre- 
ciation over an 85-year span simply 
doesn't apply, can't apply to this proper- 
ty. 


"The condition factor on the race track 


should probably be no higher than 10 or 
15 per cent," he said. 


Flanagan said the condition charts 


were adopted in an effort to make the 
assessment procedure as uniform as pos- 
sible, but that they cannot apply to every 
facility in every location. 


"That's why we have an assessor, so 


the taxpayer has an opportunity to show 
why the tax doesn't apply. Otherwise we 
might as well have a computer sending 
out the tax bills. 


"There is no one formula that the as- 


sessor, or God, could use to come up 
with one tax formula that would be fair 
to everyone," he said. 


FLANAGAN ALSO CITED the specu- 


lative nature of the racing business as 
bearing upon the track's assessment po- 
sition.

deals motivated the Herald to devote this 
week's Speakout to the effect on the vot- 
ers' faith in public officials due to recent 
disclosures of some extra-legal maneu- 
verings by politicians. 


And almost all of those called by the 


Herald seemed to be disheartened with 
the politicians.

Attorney Says 
Track Is 
Overassessed

An attorney for Chicago Thoroughbred 


Enterprises (CTE) says he believes Ar- 
lington Park Race Track has been con- 
sistently overassessed by Cook County 
Assessor P. J. Cullerton and says he 
may go to court to try and prove it. 


Thomas Flanagan, attorney for CTE, 


which manages Arlington and Washing- 
ton Park race tracks, said the only fair 
way to assess race track facilities is on 
the basis of what those facilities would 
bring if they were put on the market as 
scrap. 


Flanagan's statement comes as a 


sharp rebuttal to recent charges by the 
Citizens Action Program (CAP) that five 
Chicago area race tracks, including Ar- 
lington Park, have been grossly under- 
assessed and have received tax breaks of 
up to 74 per cent. 


The Illinois Education Association 


(IEA) and CAP have urged local school 
boards to file suit against Cullerton with 
the hope of recovering $1.7 million in 
revenue CAP says was lost because of 
the underassessments. 


According to CAP, Palatine Commu- 


nity School Dist. 15 lost over $800,000- 
Arlington Heights High School Dist. 214 
lost almost $500,000; and Palatine Town- 
ship High School Dist. 211 lost $336,000 
because of the alleged tax breaks. 


Flanagan said the most commonly ac- 


cepted definition of the "fair cash value" 
of a piece of property — upon which tax 
assessments are computed — >s that 
price which a buyer and seller would 
agree on for the sale of that property. 


As he interprets it. that means the 


market or resale value of the track's 
physical facilities, not the cost of build- 
ing those facilities or the potential bene- 
fit to business that might result from 
subsequent improvements. 


Flanagan said it was his impression 


that CAP had based Its assessment fig- 
ures either on the cost of improvements, 
such as the lights installed two years ago 
at Arlington Park, or the potential bene- 
fit to business from those improvements. 


"ANY BENEFIT TO business is cov-

ONLY ONE RESIDENT living near 


the property raised an objection to the 
plan, unlike other public hearings when 
large groups of nearby residents have 
opposed Zale's plans. 


He has changed his mind about devel- 


oping the property a number of times 
since the 1968 annexation. Except for fi- 
nal approval by the city council, Zale 
seemed destined to develop the land as 
condominiums, after receiving approval 
of the plan commission in February. 


Earlier this year, Zale and Elementary 


School Dist. 15 had negotiated to com- 
pensate for the additional 
students 


brought to the district by the con- 
dominiums. Zale said he would give the 
district $200 for each condominium to 
help in educating the new children. 


However, the condominium proposal 


had only 138 three-bedroom units and the 
remaining homes were one and two-bed- 
rooms. The condominium proposal had 
393 total units, and the school district es- 
timated 336 new students from the proj- 
ect. 


ZALE TOLD CITY officials this week 


he plans to contribute $200 for each town- 
house unit as compensation to the dis- 
trict. The total of $492,00 for the town- 
houses is far below the $78,600 com- 
pensation for the condominiums. 


Joseph Kiszka, Dist. 15 deputy superin- 


tendent, told Zale he considered the con- 
tribution less than he had hoped for. 


Kiszka cited studies in Maryland and 


New Jersey which contend more students 
come from townhouses than any other 
development. He also said the school dis- 
trict would not start receiving tax money 
from the development until the district 
had already taught the children for one 
year. Zale said $200 was his final offer.

Illinois Bell Co. Seeks Rate Hike 


Illinois Bell Telephone company is 


seeking approval for a general hike 
which could mean increases in suburban 
telephone bills of 15 per cent or more. 


Bell representatives made application 


yesterday to the Illinois Commerce Com- 
mission for rate increases which would 
add $182 million to the company's annual 
revenue. In 1969, Bell sought an across 
the board increase of nine per cent which 
was finally approved by the ICC. 


Yesterday's application by Bell repre- 


sentatives will also have to go before the 
ICC. Bell is asking that no action beyond 
hearings on the proposal be made until 
after the end of the current wage-price 
freeze. Bell is asking that hearings begin 
on the issue, however, and emphasized 


that "there is no federal policy requiring 
state agencies to postpone rate hear- 
ings." 


Under the proposed rate increase, rate 


hikes in basic monthly rates for resi- 
dence and business service would vary 
according to community and class of ser- 
vice. 


Increases range from $1.25 to $1.80 per 


month for one-party service, other than 
Call-Pak and community service. The 
latter service is offered mostly outside 
the immediate Chicago area. 


Increases in monthly rates for one-par- 


ty business service would range from 
$2.20 to $4.20. Monthly charges for single 
Call-Pak, other than Unlimited, would go 
up from $1.55 per month to $4.15. The 


Zale Plan Change To Cost Schools 


Palatine-Rolling Meadows Dist. 15 will 


lose $29,400 in revenue because of the 
change in scope of the development of 
the Edward Zale property. 


Zale, who previously planned to build 


393 units with a mixture of one, two and 
three bedroom units, is now planning to 
construct 246 units, all three bedroom. 
The units will be located on a 24-arre 
parcel adjacent to Plum Grove Junior 
High School. 


Despite the reduction in the number of 


units and the change to all three bed- 
room units, Zale has not changed his 
original commitment of $200 oer unit to 
Dist. 15. 


The 393 units would have resulted in a 


contribution of $78,600 to the district, 
whereas the 246 units will only bring in 
$49,200 in additional revenue. 


While the revenue is decreasing the 


number of students anticipated from the 
development has only declined by 16 be- 


cause all of the units will be three bed- 
room. 


DEPUTY SUPT. Joseph Kiszka said 


the development will result in approxi- 
mately 320 new elementary students. 
This number was arrived at by using the 
ratio of 1.3 elementary students per 
single-family residence. He said exact 
ratios for three-bedroom townhouses 
were not available. 


Previously the district had planned on 


336 students from the development. 


Kiszka explained that while the district 


was thankful for any contribution, it 
costs $781 to educate each child not in- 
cluding capital investments. 


While declinig to take a position for or 


against the land development, Kiszka 
said he felt "the builder has a moral ob- 
ligation to help the district if he is going 
to bring in families and swimming 
pools." 


"I don't see how the developer can jus- 


tify thinking in terms of units and not in 
terms of the number of children," said 
Kiszka. 


"They (the developers) think they are 


doing the district a favor and legally I 
guess they are, but morally I feel they 
have an obligation," said Kiszka. 


KISZKA SAID HE was looking forward 


to legislation requiring developers to 
give school districts land contributions 
and financial aid. 


Kiszka said the $200 per unit contribu- 


tion from Zale was comparable to contri- 
butions from other developers. 


The district is completing an apart- 


ment survey now indicating the number 
of new units the district can expect in 
the future and the increase in enrollment 
the development will cause. 


Upon completion of the survey, Kiszka 


said he expected the board of education 
to set guidelines for builders on contribu- 
tions to the district

ered by all the other taxes the race track 
pays," Flanagan said, citing the parlmu- 
tuel, state real estate and sales taxes 
paid by the track. 


The attorney said he also takes ex- 


ception to the condition charts used by 
the assessor to figure the depreciation al- 
lowance on buildings. 


He described the condition charts as 


"guideline charts" for the assessor 
which rate the depreciation of buildings 
on a scale from one to 85 years. 


He said the charts assign a 90 per cent 


condition factor to buildings one-year-old, 
and a 20 per cent factor to buildings 85 
years old. 


"BUT IF THE TOTAL useful life of 


my property is only 10 years," Flana- 
gan said, "a chart which figures depre- 
ciation over an 85-year span simply 
doesn't apply, can't apply to this proper- 
ty. 


"The condition factor on the race track 


should probably be no higher than 10 or 
15 per cent," he said. 


Flanagan said the condition charts 


were adopted in an effort to make the 
assessment procedure as uniform as pos- 
sible, but that they cannot apply to every 
facility in every location.

sessor, or God, could use to come up 
with one tax formula that would be fan- 
to everyone," he said. 


FLANAGAN ALSO CITED the specu- 


lative nature of the racing business as 
bearing upon the track's assessment po- 
sition.

Lew Enrollment Affects Aid 
Schools To Lose $100,000 


School Dist 21 will lose about $100.000 


in state aid because of an unexpected 
slowing down of the rate at which enroll- 
ments had been rising. 


Enrollment in Dist. 21 schools, as of 


the sixth day of classes, was 8,077, an 
increase of only 123 students over last 
fall's sixth day enrollment. 


Dist 21 Supt. Kenneth Gill said yester- 


day that an enrollment of 8,300 had been 
expected and that the lower enrollment 
will mean the district will receive about 
$100.000 less in state aid than had been 
anticipated. 


Gill said the enrollment in the older 


residential areas of the district in par- 


ticular was less than anticipated. He said 
that families may have left the area be- 
cause of the generally bad economic situ- 
ation. 


The loss in anticipated state aid will 


mean the district "will have to cinch in 
its belt just that much more," he stated. 


GILL SAID the district will make a 


thorough analysis of enrollment projec- 
tions before continuing with its building 
program. However, he predicted there 
will most likely be no slow-down in the 
building of new school facilities in the 
district

Hope For Fire 
Site Out Of 
Court Accord 


Prospect Heights Fire Protection Dis- 


trict officials remain optimistic that an 
agreement can be reached out of court 
for the sale of land on which a fire sta- 
tion addition is slated.

at Camp McDonald Road just east of 
Rte. 83 in Prospect Heights will come 
from a $275,000 bond issue approved by 
voters in a May referendum.

The district's volunteer firemen, anx-

ing price for the land too high, though 
they did not specify what that price was. 
They indicated that both sides have 
made offers, and bargaining is under 
way to close the gap between the two.

Trustee Norman Johnson told firemen, 


"We are trying to get the best deal we 
can. Everybody's antsy, we know; we 
are too." 


FIRE OFFICIALS said at the time tin 


referendum was passed that they hoped 
the new addition would be completed by 
May, 1972. Despite the lack of a settle- 
ment in the land negotiations, Vallely 
said he remained hopeful the addition 
would be built by next May. 


Should a settlement fail to be reached, 


the issue will probably go to court, with 
the district condemning the land. In that 
case, the selling price would be set by 
either the court judge or a jury. 


Most of the bonds from the issue were 


sold last July to the First National Bank 
of Mount Prospect. Besides the land pur- 
chase and the construction of the addi- 
tion, trustees plan to buy furniture and 
supplies for the office area that will be 
housed in the present stattion when it is 
remodeled. 


Other funds will be used to buy a new 


pumper truck. The remaining debt on a 
three-year-old truck also will be paid 
with funds from the bond issue.

Woman Rescued After 
Jumping Into DP River 


Despite Ban, Diseased 
Trees Now Being Burned 


Despite a state Environmental Protec- 


tion 
Agency ban, trees were being 


burned this week in the Cook County 
Forest 
Preserve burning area 
near 


Wheeling 


For residents of the area near the site 


at Portwine Road and Forestview Drive, 
burning Wednesday and yesterday ended 
a four-day respite from the smoke and 
dimes the burning site produces. 


Forest Preserve chief forester James 


Tyndall said yesterday that he had or- 
dered the burning of two piles of dis- 
eased trees which had been left over af- 
ter the site was closed last Wednesday. 


Tyndall admitted that he had not got- 


ten permission from the state agency 
which ordered an end to burning at the 
site last week. 


"The site isn't open, we're not accept- 


ing any more trees. What we had up 
there was two piles of left over trees . . . 
They could well be full of dutch elm 
beetles, we couldn't just leave them sit- 
ting there, and Infect other trees," Tyn- 
dall said. 


Tyndall had ordered the site closed last 


Wednesday after receiving the order 
from the state agency. 


HE EXPLAINED that the state order 


went into effect last Friday, but that 
workers could not burn the two piles of 
trees last week to clean out the site be- 
cause the wind was in the wrong direc- 
tiwi. 


The burning area is authorized to burn 


only when the wind is blowing from the 
west so that the smoke travels mainly 
across forest preserve land instead of 
into the residential area bordering the 
site on the west. 


"I was out there Saturday and I gave 


them direction to clean out the site and 
burn the trees when the wind was in the 
right direction." Tyndall said. 


Officials at the land pollution control 


division of the Environmental Protection 
agency said yesterday that the order to 
close the site was still in effect. 


A spokesman for the division office in 


Springfield said he had not been notified 
of the county's plans to burn the trees 
left at the site. 


The closing of the site last week was 


in compliance with an Illinois Pollution 
Control Board ruling that no exceptions 
would be granted to a ban on open burn- 
ing. 


THE STATE closed the facility and 


told the county that in order to reopen it 
would need a permit for burning trees 
with an air curtain destrucior, a type of 
incinerator designed tn cut pollution. 


County officials had originally planned 


to install such a device at the site, but 
had delayed the installation until definite 
rules on the use of such devices were 
established by the state.

The tree burning site is used by munic- 


ipalities and tree service firms through- 
out the northern Cook County area as 
disposal point for dead and diseased 
trees. 


A 36-year-old Chicago woman jumped 


into the Des Plaines River late yesterday 
afternoon in an apparent suicide at- 
tempt, but was rescued by a Cook Coun- 
ty Sheriff's policeman. 


The woman, a patient at Forest Hospi- 


tal, reportedly jumped into the rivei be- 
hind the hospital at 555 Wilson Ln., Des 
Plaines. A hospital spokesman said the 
woman was admitted to Forest Wednes- 
day, but declined to identify her. 


The woman was pulled from the river 


by Officer T. R. Smith, who said he was 
dispatched to 1950 Rand Rd., by radio. 


A spokesman at the sheriff's office said 


the apparent suicide attempt was first 
reported by Michael Cassarella, an off- 
duty sheriff's policeman who was work- 
ing a second job at the Rand Road ad- 
dress. 


Smith, who was only about one block 


from the scene when he received the 
call, drove to the river and saw the wom- 
an floating. 


"I saw her floating with her head bob- 


bing. It looked like she was not fighting 
to stay up," Smith said. 


He said he then took off his uniform 


and dived into the river to pull her out. 


The woman was .taken to Lutheran 


General Hospital in a Des Plaines Fire 
Department ambulance. 


A spokesman at Lutheran General said 


the woman was treated in the emergency 
room, but would not comment on her 
condition. 


Forest Hospital spokesmen, however, 


said they learned the woman was not in- 
jured and was taken back to Forest Hos- 
pital later last night.

"We are so built-up in Mount 
Prospect that we have no area to put 
these trees in. This is diseased wood we 
are talking about. 


"Right now we are asking for a stay 


until an acceptable device has been ap- 
proved and constructed. We do not want 
to continue polluting indefinitely."

Illinois Bell Telephone company is 


seeking approval for a general hike 
which could mean increases in suburban 
telephone bills of 15 per cent or more.

add $182 million to the company's annual 
revenue. In 1969, Bell sought an across

ICC. Bell is asking that no action beyond 
hearings on the proposal be made until 
after the end of the current wage-price 
freeze.

$3.5 Million River Trails Budget Shows Deficit 


A nearly $3.5 million budget showing a 


tentative deficit of about $442,000 has 
been adopted for the 1971-72 fiscal year 
by the River Trails Dist. 26 School 
Board 


Approval of the budget which shows 


potential deficits in the education, build- 
ing and transportation funds came Tues- 
dav night at a public hearing. 


The approximately $2.8 million educa- 


tion funds shows a potential deficit of 
$4I2.JBO. The fund includes nearly $12 
million for teachers' salaries, a more 
than $100,000 increase over last year's 
figure. However, school officials stressed 
the figure may decrease depending on 
the president's future economic policy. 


THE ESTIMATED $224.000 building 


fund shows a potential deficit of $13,820. 
According to Supt. Thomas Warden, the 
deficit Is the result of transferring ap- 


proximately $130,000 for custodial sala- 
ries from the education fund to the build- 
ing fund. 


A potential deficit of $15,480 is included 


in the $86,853 transportation budget. Ac- 
cording to Warden, the deficit resulted 
because "taxes levied for the trans- 
portation fund for the last two years did 
not meet expenses." 


The district's total deficit is less than 


last year's $477,947 deficit. Part of the 
reason for the decrease, according to 
Warden, is an estimated $88,000 increase 
in tax and state aid receipts. The tax 
receipt estimate is based on the 1971-72 
assessed valuation of about $61,000. 


Warden stressed the budget is tenta- 


tive. "Our budget committee is still re- 
viewing our financial situation to give us 
a long-range plan to get back in the 
black," he said. "We are operating year 


from year trying to cut our tax anticipa- 
tion warrants as much as possible." 


TO BALANCE THE budget, the dis- 


trict plans to issue tax anticipation war- 
rants (TAW's), a means of borrowing 
money on expected tax receipts. Other 
funds included in the total budget are: 
Municipal retirement fund, $33,077; rent, 
$24,000; working cash, $57,614; and bond 
and interest, $269,750. 


According to Warden, the $525,000 for 


an addition to River Trails Junior High 
approved by voters last spring is not in- 
cluded in the approved budget because 
bonds have not yet been sold. 


The school board also increased the 


district's tax levy from approximately 
$2.34 per $100 assessed valuation to ap- 
proximately $2.53 per $100 assessed valu- 
ation. The biggest jump in the levy is 
due to a 20 cent increase per $100 as- 
sessed valuation in the educational fund 


tax rate. The increase from $1.40 to 
$1.60, approved by voters last spring, 
will be levied for the first time next 
spring and will be used for the 1972-73 
budget. 


For the first time, the district also ap- 


proved a 2 cent per $100 assessed valu- 
ation levy for life safety. The district 
was able to do so because of a deficit in 
the building fund. 


OTHER TAX LEVIES per $100 as- 


sessed valuation included: 25 cents, 
building fund; 5 cents for the municipal 
retirement; 9 cents, transportation; 4 
cents, rent; 5 cents, working cash; and 4 
cents, bond and interest. 


Warden stressed the total tax levy 


could increase or decrease depending on 
assessed valuation. He said levies for the 
transportation and bond and interest 
funds are the only ones which could 
change.

Under the proposed rate increase, rate 


hikes in basic monthly rates for resi- 
dence and business service would vary 
according to community and class of ser- 
vice.

Woman Rescued After 
Jumping Into DP River 


Despite Ban, Diseased 
Trees Now Being Burned 


Despite a state Environmental Protec- 


tion 
Agency ban, trees were being 


burned this week in the Cook County 
Forest 
Preserve 
burning 
area 
near 


Wheeling. 


For resident.1! of the area near the site 


at Portwine Road and Forestview Drive, 
burning Wednesday and yesterday ended 
a four-day respite from the smoke and 
fumes the burning site produces. 


Forest Preserve chief forester James 


Tyndall said yesterday that he had or- 
dered the burning of two piles of dis- 
eased trees which had been left over af- 
ter the site was closed last Wednesday. 


Tyndall admitted that he had not got- 


ten permission from the state agency 
which ordered an end to burning at the 
site last week. 


"The site isn't open, we're not accept- 


ing any more trees. What we had up 
there was two piles of left over trees . . . 
They could well be full of dutch elm 
beetles, we couldn't just leave them sit- 
ting there, and infect other trees," Tyn- 
dall said. 


Tyndall had ordered the site closed last 


Wednesday after receiving the order 
from the state agency. 


HE EXPLAINED that the state order 


went into effect last Friday, but that 
workers could not burn the two piles of 
trees last week to clean out the site be- 
cause the wind was in the wrong direc- 
tion. 


The burning area is authorized to burn 


only when the wind is blowing from the 
west so that the smoke travels mainly 
across forest preserve land instead of 
into the residential area bordering the 
site on the west. 


"I was out there Saturday and I gave 


them direction to clean out the site and 
burn the trees when the wind was in the 
right direction," Tyndull said. 


Officials at the land pollution control 


division of the Environmental Protection 
agency said yesterday that the order to 
close the site was still in effect. 


A spokesman for the division office in 


Springfield said he had not been notified 
of the county's plans to burn the trees 
left at the site. 


The closing of the site last week was 


in compliance with an Illinois Pollution 
Control Board ruling that no exceptions 
would be granted to a ban on open burn- 
ing. 


THE STATE closed the facility and 


told the county that in order to reopen it 
would need a permit for burning trees 
with an air curtain destructor, a type of 
incinerator designed to cut pollution. 


County officials had originally planned 


to install such a device at the site, but 
had delayed the installation until definite 
rules on the use of such devices were 
established by the state. 


At Monday's Cook County Board meet- 


ing a resolution was approvod urging the 
state to allow the county to continue 
burning at the site until the air curtain 
destructor could be installed. 


The tree burning site is used by munic- 


ipalities and tree service firms through- 
out the northern Cook County area as 
disposal point for dead and diseased 
trees. 


A 36-year-old Chicago woman jumped 


into the Des Plaines River late yesterday 
afternoon in an apparent suicide at- 
tempt, but was rescued by a Cook Coun- 
ty Sheriff's policeman. 


The woman, a patient at Forest Hospi- 


tal, reportedly jumped into the river be- 
hind the hospital at 555 Wilson Ln., Des 
Plaines. A hospital spokesman said the 
woman was admitted to Forest Wednes- 
day, but declined to identify her. 


The woman was pulled from the river 


by Officer T. R. Smith, who said he was 
dispatched to 1950 Rand Rd., by radio. 


A spokesman at the sheriff's office said 


the apparent suicide attempt was first 
reported by Michael Cassarella, an off- 
duty sheriff's policeman who was work- 
ing a second job at the Rand Road ad- 
dress. 


Smith, who was only about one block 


from the scene when he received the 
call, drove to the river and saw the wom- 
an floating. 


"I saw her floating with her head bob- 


bing. It looked like she was not fighting 
to stay up," Smith said. 


He said he then took off his uniform 


and dived into the river to pull her out. 


The woman was taken to Lutheran 


General Hospital in a Des Plaines Fire 
Department ambulance. 


A spokesman at Lutheran General said 


the woman was treated in the emergency 
room, but would not comment on her 
condition. 


Forest Hospital spokesmen, however, 


said they learned the woman was not in- 
jured and was taken back to Forest Hos- 
pital later last night.

Some communities use a private 
contractor to dispose of their trees, but 
we are not budgeted for that. We don't 
know what to do finanacially." 


Creamer said he was "against air pol- 


lution as much as anyone else. But we 
have to do something with these trees," 
he said. "We are so built-up in Mount 
Prospect that we have no area to put 
these trees in. This is diseased wood we 
are talking about. 


"Right now we are asking for a stay 


until an acceptable device has been ap- 
proved and constructed. We do not want 
to continue polluting indefinitely."

Board Will Regulate All 
Events At Arlington Park 


The next time Arlington Park Race 


Track officials want to hold a motorcycle 
race, it won't be quite as simple as it 
was this year. 


During last night's meeting of the Ar- 


lington Heights Village Board, members 
agreed to take a "strict constructionist" 
stand on the annexation agreement be- 
tween the track and the village. 


In the future, the track will be re- 


quired to apply for a special use permit 
before holding any events not specifically 
mentioned in the annexation agreement. 


Meeting as a committee of the whole, 


village board members decided that only 
the activities listed in the agreement 
could be conducted without applying for 
a special u,<<e permit. This process will 
require a public hearing, a recommenda- 
tion by the plan commission and final 
approval by the village board. 


THE PERMITTED USES will include 


only those which were existing at the 
time the agreement was signed in Octo- 
ber. 1969. These include the race track, 
golf 
courses, 
exhibition 
halls, 
fair- 


grounds, driving ranges, railroad station 
and utility facilities. 


During the meeting, Trustee Alice 


Harms said, "I cannot see how we can 
consider that any type of outdoor motor- 
ized vehicle race would fall under the 
existing zoning regulations." 


Trustee Frank 
Palmatier 
said he 


thought the Sept. 10 motorcycle race was 
in violation of the village's codes because 
that type of racing "was not an existing 
use" at the time the agreement was 
signed. 


The village board did not officially try 


to halt the Sept. 10 race on the basis of 
advice from Village Atty. Jack Siegel 
who said the race was allowable under 
the agreement. 


THE BOARD MET as a committee of 


the whole to discuss the 16-page agree- 
ment in preparation for a meeting with 
track 
officials 
to get certain areas 


"ironed out." 


Later in the meeting, Siegel told board 


members he thought the village had the 
power to license the various activities at 
the track, including the upcoming ski 
show and outdoor recreational vehicle 
show. The village has not licensed these 
events in the past. 


Other areas which will be discussed 


with track officials include informing 
them they cannot build any additional 
structures on the property without sub- 
mitting plans and seeking approval from 
the Plan Commission and Village Board. 
Also, the village will ask for the track's 
schedule on replacing wooden barns and 
building of concrete stables with sepa- 
rate living quarters.

Illinois Bell Co. Seeks Rate Hike 


Illinois Bell Telephone company is 


seeking approval for a general hike 
which could mean increases in suburban 
telephone bills of 15 per cent or more. 


Bell representatives made application 


yesterday to the Illinois Commerce Com- 
mission for rate increases which would 
add $182 million to the company's annual 
revenue. In 1969, Bell sought an across 
the board increase of nine per cent which 
was finally approved by the ICC. 


Yesterday's application by Bell repre- 


sentatives will also have to go before the 
ICC. Bell is asking that no action beyond 
hearings on the proposal be made until 
after the end of the current wage-price 
freeze. Bell is asking that hearings begin 


on the issue, however, and emphasized 
fhat "there is no federal policy requiring 
Mate agnncies to postpone rate hear- 
ings." 


Under the proposed rate increase, rate 


hikes in basic monthly rates for resi- 
dence and business service would vary 
according to community and class of ser- 
vice. 


Increases range from $1.25 to $1.80 per 


month for one-party service, other than 
Call-Pak and community service. The 
latter service is offered mostly outside 
the immediate Chicago area. 


Increases in monthly rates for one-par- 


ty business service would range from 
$2.2 to $4.20. Monthly charges for single 


Call-Pak, other than Unlimited, would go 
up from $1.55 per month to $4.15. The 
monthly boost for Call-Pak Unlimited 
would be $5. 


The price for all message units not in- 


cluded in basic monthly charges would 
go up one cent. 


In addition, the company is making 


some changes in its classification system 
of telephone use. A "Measured Rate 30" 
classification may be used for some sub- 
urban customers who use 30 message 
units per month. Rates for that service 
would range from $5.10 to $5.50. For use 
of 65 message units, the rates would be 
$7 to $7.40. Business customers would be 
offered a monthly, one-party 70 message

Attorney Claims Track Overassessed

An attorney for Chicago Thoroughbred 


Enterprises (CTE) says he believes Ar- 
lington Park Race Track has been con- 
sistently overassessed by Cook County 
Assessor P. J. Cullerton and says he 
may go to court to try and prove it. 


Thomas Flanagan, attorney for CTE, 


which manages Arlington and Washing- 
ton Park race tracks, said the only fair 
way to assess race track facilities is on 
the basis of what those facilities would 
bring if they were put on the market as 
scrap 


Flanagan's statement comes as a 


sharp rebuttal to recent charges by the 
Citizens Action Program (CAP) that five 
Chicago area race tracks, including Ar- 
lington Park, have been grossly under- 
assessed and have received tax breaks of 
up to 74 per cent. 


The 
Illinois 
Education Association 


(IEA) and CAP have urged local school 
boards to file suit against Cullerton with 
the hope of recovering $1.7 million in 
revenue CAP says was lost because of 
the underassessments. 


According to CAP, Palatine Commu- 


nity School Dist. 15 lost over $800,000; 
Arlington Heights High School Dist. 214 
lost almost $500,000; and Palatine Town- 
ship High School Dist. 211 lost $336,000 
because of the alleged tax breaks. 


Flanagan said the most commonly ac- 


cepted definition of the "fair cash value" 
of a piece of property — upon which tax 
assessments are computed — is that 
price which a buyer and seller would 
agree on for the sale of that property. 


As he interprets it, that means the 


market or resale value of the track's 
physical facilities, not the cost of build- 
ing those facilities or the potential bene- 
fit to business that might result from 
subsequent improvements. 


Flanagan said it was his impression 


that CAP had based its assessment fig- 
ures either on the cost of improvements, 
such as the lights installed two years ago 
at Arlington Park, or the potential bene- 
fit to business from those improvements. 


"ANY BENEFIT TO business is cov- 


ered by all the other taxes the race track 
pays," Flanagan said, citing the parimu- 


Speakout 
Taxpayers Upset

"BUT IF THE TOTAL useful life of 


my property is only 10 years," Flana- 
gan said, "a chart which figures depre- 
ciation over an 85-year span simply 
doesn't apply, can't apply to this proper- 
ty. 


"The condition factor on the race track 


should probably be no higher than 10 or 
15 per cent," he said. 


Flanagan said the condition charts 


were adopted in an effort to make the 
assessment procedure as uniform as pos- 
sible, but that they cannot apply to every 
facility in every location. 


"That's why we have an assessor, so 


the taxpayer has an opportunity to show 
why the tax doesn't apply. Otherwise we 
might as well have a computer sending 
out the tax bills. 


"There is no one formula that the as- 


sessor, or God, could use to come up 
with one tax formula that would be fair 
to everyone," he said. 


FLANAGAN ALSO CITED the specu- 


lative nature of the racing business as 
bearing upon the track's assessment po- 
sition.

Dr Donald Fox, director of the labora- 


tory for the hospital, said Alexian Broth- 
fr< two about 100 pints of blood for 
transfusions each month and residents 
who make appointments to come in on 
Saturdays, donate slightly more than 
that 


Both the donations nnd the distribution 


of blood for the hospital is handled by the 
riucago Blood Donor Society, a 23-year- 
o'ri organization which serves many Chi- 
cago-area hospitals. 


The blood provided by the society 


comes from many sources, Dr. Fox said, 
including "the bad one," paid donors. 


Studies have shown that blood from 


paid donors is much more likely to be 
contaminated with hepatitis than is blood 
from volunteer donors. 


Even though the society does rely on 


paid donors for some blood, Dr. Fox 
said, (t is careful about screening donors 
and is "an excellent supplier." He said 
the hospital has had a few cases where 
patients have contracted hepatitis in the 
hospital.

Poverty Bungle 
Issue May Mean 
Hiring Changes 


The special Des Plaines City Council 


Committee investigating poverty fund ir- 
regularities in the city summer job pro- 
gram may recommend creation of new 
city hiring policies. 


The special committee may also urge 


that the exchange of information be- 
tween Des Plaines city departments be 
made more efficient to prevent the kind 
of "administrative bungling" the com- 
mittee feels took place when five in- 
eligible teenagers, four of them sons of 
present or former city officials, were ap- 
proved for poverty fund payments, as 
part of their pay for city summer jobs. 


The five aldermen committee, appoint- 


ed Aug. IB, will meet Monday to draw up 
its final findings, conclusions and recom- 
mendations for its report Oct. 6 to the 
city council. 


The poverty fund paymerts were halt- 


ed and the special committee was 
formed after the Herald disclosed in Au- 
gust that the teenagers were receiving 
$37 a week under the federal Neighbor- 
hood Youth Corps (NYC) program. 


The funds paid a portion of the youths 


summer job salaries, and in no case did 
the youths receive more than their sala- 
ries normally would have been from the 
city if they had not been approved for 
the NYC program.

According to Emil Orenic, teacher at

last meeting between the board and the 
teachers was held Sept. 13. 


"We had already submitted a letter (to 


Board Pres. Robert Claus) requesting a 
mediator. The meeting was a last effort 
to settle without one. But at that time we 
were unable to resolve the salary sched- 
ule," Orenic said. 


The letter was mailed Sept. 15, Orenic 


said, and Sept. 17 Claus received a reply 
that the mediator will be Sam Mazza, of 
the Federal Mediation and Conciliation 
Service. 


"WE'VE RECEIVED WORD that he's 


scheduled a meeting for Sept. 29 with 
both parties," Orenic said. 


"We feel we have made every effort to 


try to settle this. I think we realize the 
board of education has done likewise. We 
have continued to teach ... we feel that 
it is our obligation to the board, the 
schools, the children and the parents. 
And we will teach throughout the nego- 
tiations," Orenic said. 


When negotiations began last spring, 


Orenic said the DPEA requested a 14 per 
cent salary increase and the board of- 
fered 2.7 per cent.

Police said Liebold was last seen alive 


when he left his shop about 5 p m. 
Sept 4 


His 1971 yellow Oldsmobile Toronado 


was found abandoned Sept. 9 at 1403 E. 
s.ird St.. Chicago, just opposite the Hyde 


Park YMCA. 


POLICE, WHO SAID Liebold was 


known to frequent several South Side 
Chicago nightclubs, found large amounts 
of human blood in the front seat and in 
the trunk of his auto. It has not been 
determined if the blood was that of the 
missing man. 


"Because of the human blood in the 


car and the length of time the man has 
been missing," Volberding said, "I feel 
there is a strong possibility of a homi- 
cide." 


Volberding added, however, "We've in- 


terviewed all pertinent witnesses and 
came up with no body and no offender in 
a criminal act." 


Det. George Neumann agreed. "We're 


at a standstill right now. We've followed

THE MEN, FRANK Abeel and King 


Howard Davis, both of 1455 E. 55th PI., 
Chicago, said Liebold told them he was 
driving to the South Side of Chicago and 
would call them when he arrived. They 
said they never heard from him again. 


The owners of a clothing store on Chi- 


cago's North Side, however, told police 
they are almost certain Liebold, a regu- 


lar customer, cashed a check in their 
store Sept. 7 or Sept. 8. 


One of Liebold's employes reported 


him missing Sept. 9 when he failed to 
show up at the shop for the third con- 
secutive working day. 


Another close friend of Liebold, how- 


ever, told police the missing man did not 
arrive for a regular Saturday evening 
dinner appointment, an engagement he 
was said to keep "like clockwork." He 
also reportedly failed to meet a friend 
the evening of Sept. 7.

And they're offering a vari- 
able increase rather than one straight 
across the board for everyone," he said. 


"With 6.5 PER CENT plus the step in- 


creases, we're actually requesting nine 
or a little more than nine per cent more 
money," Orenic said. 


President Nixon's wage-price freeze 


will affect each teacher's pay, Orenic 
said. "I understand there's going to be 
no retroactive benfit, which means the 
three months missed will be taken right 
off the top," he said. 


"We don't feel it is a question of the 


district not having sufficient money to 
cover the requested increase. The people 
in Des Plaines gave them a tax rate in- 
crease two years ago to erase a deficit of 
just over a million dollars. Every figure 
we have offered takes into consideration 
what might be left of this deficit," Oren- 
ic said. 


"We are not asking for money that 


should go to reduce the deficit. It will 
still be reduced under what we have 
asked for," he said. 


"Their philosophy seems to be that the 


increase in the salary schedule should re- 
flect the competition in the area. That 
should certainly be a factor in their con- 
sideration. 


"WE DON'T WANT TO get way out of 


line, but we feel the amount of money 
available in the district should also be 
taken into consideration. The teachers 
worked very hard to get the tax rate in- 
crease two years ago. We are not looking 
for all the money we can get," Orenic 
said. 


"If our salaries are a little higher than 


some others in the area, well, we're in a 
little better financial situation," he said. 


Dist. 62 officials were reluctant to dis- 


cuss details of the status of negotiations. 


"The board agreed a mediator should 


be appointed," Brieschke said. "We made 
our final offer and the teachers apparent- 
ly felt it wasn't what they wanted." 


Salary negotiations are also still going 


on between the Dist. 62 Board and the 
Custodian and Maintenance Association, 
a union which represents about 40 work- 
ers 


Ed Crestoni, president of the associ- 


ation, said the district has offered be- 
tween four and five per cent increases, 
while the workers have requested vari- 
able increases averaging about 14 per 
cent. 


"WE REJECTED THEIR offer unani- 


mously at our Sept. 18 meeting," Cres- 
toni said. "Now we're waiting to hear 
from them about another meeting. I ex- 
pect we'll hear in a very short time." 


Crestoni added, "Our request may be a 


little high, but their offer is a little low. 
We're looking for classified raises in 
view of the type of work done. Some of 
the raises would be higher than 14 per 
cent and some would be lower," he said. 


Since May, Crestoni said the associ-

John Rmghng, the famed circus impre- 


sai 10, once said that everyone is a child 
when it comes to the circus. 


So it is not too surprising to discover 


that Richard Lehman, of 205 N. Wille St., 
Mount Prospect, has spent three sum- 
mers traveling with the Mills Brothers 
Circus Unless one recalls that the 48- 
year-old Lehman has been the rector at 
St 
John's Episcopal Church, 200 N. 


Maine St, Mount Prospect, for 8% years 


His great love of the tent circus, which 


began — "I can't even remember the 
start" — back in the days when he would 
ride his bike 50 miles to stay with friends 
when the circus was in their town, led 
Rev Lehman to take his wife and two 
sons to join the circus during his month- 
long summer vacation. He traveled with 
the Mills Brothers as a general helper 
for three successive summers, 1965-1967, 
until the Mills retired after 29 years in 
the business. 


"My particular love is the tent circus, 


of which there are only some 20 remain- 
ing now," he said "The Golden Age of 
the Circuses was in the '30s when I was a 
youth Today they are disappearing." 


THE TENT circuses and their entour- 


age are the nomads of the circus world. 
They arrive at their site (and it must be 
fairly large) early in the morning and 
pull up stakes late that same day. 


"The circus we traveled with was 


proud of its ability to put up and take 
down They were there with sun-up, 5-30 
or so At 9-30, we were ready to start the 
first show 


"The evening show would begin about 


O p m They would start taking down as 
soon as the show started By 11 p m ev- 
erything would be down and OM its way. 
The tent circus moves in sections — not 
as a caravan " 


The tent circuses are threatened, even 


today when the wave for nostalgia is re- 
viving interest and enriching coffers, be- 
cause of urbanization and labor prob- 
lems, Rev Lehman said 


The reasonably flat, large areas close 


to the people are getting harder to find 
due to urban sprawl, he explained. "This 
is one of the problems. There have been 
no parades through the towns for a num- 
ber of years The circuses just can't get 
the help, the permits, and then there is 
the traffic problem " 


The labor problem is that there is just 


not enough of it "It takes so much time 
and effort to set up the tent circus," Rev. 
Lehman said 
"And the laborers' jobs 


are so unglamorous." 


An additional drawback is how circus 


folk are treated. 


"CIRCUS PEOPLE are so mistreated 


and misjudged by people. People who 
aren't in the circus are so discourteous 
and hateful of circus members. Why the 
only time I couldn't cash an American 
Express Traveler's Check was when I 
was with the circus, and it was at a 
place that issued them," Rev. Lehman 
said. 


"As a result, circus people are really 


very shy about meeting strangers. But 
once they've met you they are very 
friendly." 


Rev Lehman said he believes the anti- 


circus people attitude arises because 
"people think of the carnival and the cir- 
cus as one bag The carnival has a bad 
image as a dishonest, undesirable in- 
fluence coming into the community for a 
time." 


Circus people, he said, think of them- 


selves as akin to the theater, rather than 
the carnival. "Many belong to the Ac- 
tor's Guild," Rev. Lehman said. 


A tent circus is like a traveling city of 


some 300 inhabitants. "It's a very close- 
knit little village," Rev. Lehman said. 
"You have the normal little irritations. 
But no children run loose. Any adult with 
the circus can discipline the children. As

a result, while I was with the Mills 
Brothers, there were about 15 very well- 
disciplined children. 


"The Mills Brothers ran a very right 


show. They wouldn't let anyone fool 
around with alcohol. It would be too dan- 
gerous. As it is most of the risks come, 
not in the performances, but in moving 
constantly and just the manner of life 
they lead." 


REV. LEHMAN feels circus life is ex- 


citing: "Every day something exciting 
happened. The first day we were with 
them they were trying to build on a lot 
which they weren't sure was going to be 
big enough. Another time a tornado was 
approaching and the performances had 


to be shortened so that everything could 
be well tied down. Luckily, we never saw 
a funnel" 


One can add to the risks of circus life 


the fact that the performers are not high- 
ly paid, the minister said. "Usually, they 
are paid by the act and the value of an 
act can vary from circus to circus. Most 
end up with a modest income Even a 
star in a circus would not pull the money 
a star in a (stage) show would make.'' 


It certainly is different from the old 


days when circus stars were able to grab 
lucrative Hollywood contracts 


Rev. Lehman, while with the circus, 


tried to document the life through com- 
prehensive slides and tape recordings

In 125th Year., Church Gets Facelift

Steeplejacks pounded new life into the 


old church and saw that its spire was 
made bird-proof as well as rain-proof. 


St. John United Church of Christ, lo- 


cated at the southwest corner of Algon- 
quin and Roselle roads. Palatine, had its 
face lifted this week for a very special 
occasion: its 125th anniversary, which 
will be celebrated this Sunday. 


Steeplejacks 
from 
Janesville, 
Wis., 


tore off the original church shingles 
and replaced them with new ones. 


Besides rcshingling the spire, they also 


replaced a lightening rod and rebuilt the 
upper part of the steeple to keep birds 
from coming in near the old bell. 


A church spokesman said for years 


birds have cluttered.the bell tower with 
droppings, old nests and other odds and 
ends they would pick up. 


AMONG TIIESK items was an assort- 


ment of cigarette butts. Rev. Carl Zim- 
merman, pastor of St. John for the past 
two years, was afraid that one day (he- 
birds might bring a lighted cigarette to 
the lower and burn the church clown. 


But. now the area has bcecn screened 


and the birds ar<: no longer allowed in 
church. 


Sunday, a special anniversary service 


for the 142-member congregation will be 
held at 10:45 a.m. and will be followed by 
a dinner at noon and a special afternoon 
program at which several of the church's 
old pastors will be present, including 
Rev. Peter Beecken, who served there 20 
years. Rev. Lorin Harrison, who served 
there four years, and Rev. C. E. Houk, 
who served as interim pastor there for 
several months before Rev. Zimmerman 
arrived. 


The church was organized in 1846 and 


formally named the United Evangelical 
Congregation in 1850. 


In 
IH7f> a new church building was 


dedicated and the church was renamed 
St. John Evangelical and Reform. In lf!82 
fire destroyed the parsonage and church 
school and the congregation agreed to 
construct, new buildings on the church 
site. 


Then in 1!!85 the new church was 


struck by lightening and burned to the 
ground. A new building went up that 
year. It was renovated in 1948 and still 
serves the congregation today. 


The church for many years was known 


as the Plum Grove Church but 10 years 
ago it. changed its name to the present 
St. John United Church of Christ. 


HOLLYWOOD (UPD—Accepting the 


fact that there is no really exceptional 
new series in the fledgling network tele- 
vision season, we can still look for those 
that offer harmless diversion, and there 
are a few. 


Most of the reviews I have seen of 


Shirley Macliaine's new half-hour ABC 
series, "Shirley's World," in which she 
plays globetrotting photojournalist, have 
been negative. I accept the view that the 
show isn't great and I never expected • 
such, but I find Miss MacLaine very at- 
tractive and pleasantly earthy for a 
series performer, and so I will tune her 
in every so often. 


I also like William Conrad, who plays 


the fat private eye in CBS's "Cannon" 
series, and even though the show is 
strictly routine,-1 will probably give him 
an occasional look too. I was also sur- 
prised at finding Anthony Quinn easy to 
take as a mayor in the ABC series "The 
Man and the City," and, once again, 
though the show is not at all exceptional, 
I will probably peek at it to see how he's 
doing. 


James Garner knows what television is 


all about — low key in its best ap- 
proaches to the audience — and so he's 
at his old stand on video as a hero who 
doesn't really care to be one. The show is 
NBC's "Nichols," he plays sheriff, and 
it's okay for a desperate night. 


SINCE 1 DON'T care much for Don 


Adams' brand of humor, despite his un- 
questionable 
professionalism, 
I can't 


seem to warm up to his new NBC come- 
dy series, "The Partners," about a 
couple of fumbling detectives, one white, 
the other black. But I won't deny that the 
opener had some funny sight gags, and if 
the dialogue can reach a civilized level 
of humor, it may well be worth a look. 


CBS has a definite star in Sandy Dun- 
can of the "Funny Face" show, but the 


opening episode, which cast her as an 
unwilling dupe in used car 
television 


commercials, had shoddy setting for a 
new headliner, and the material will 
have to improve. 


I'd like to enjoy NBC's new Jimmy 


Stewart Show, in which he plays a pro- 
fessor, but the opener was overly soft in 
establishing this character. 


Glenn Ford is pleasant as a sheriff in 


"Cade's County," but the CBS show is 
ordinary fare. 


MATERIAL IS THE key to the new 


Dick Van Dyke series on CBS, which 
started with a so-so-episode about him 
falling back into the smoking habit. And. 
with some decent scripts, Tony Curtis 
and Roger Moore might be diverting as 
the adventurers they portray in ABC's 
"The Persuaders." Scripts are naturally 
the key, as well, for the new "Movie of 
the Weekend," 90-minute teleplays on 
ABC. As light entertainment, I liked Pe- 
ter Falk as a disheveled but shrewd po- 
lice detective in "Columbo," a periodic 
show on the new "NBC Mystery Movie." 
The most enjoyable show I saw in the 
premiere week was NBC's "Once Upon A 
Dead Man," a lighthearted adventure 
tale which kicked off another periodic 
series, "McMillan & Wife," with Rock 
Hudson as San Francisco Police commis- 
sioner and Susan Saint James as his 
mate. 


This show had a nice, low key, rambl- 


ing quality to it, with a lush look of Hol- 
lywood's fixed view of San Francisco, 
stemming from an incurable inferiority 
complex, and Hudson and Miss Saint 
James were just delightful 
together. 


There was also a terrific bicycle chase 
down San Francisco's steep streets. As I 
say, nothing to write home about, but di- 
verting enough for light television enter- 
tainment.

An American In Rome 


Wants Prison For Studios

ROME fUPI) — American artist Zoe 


Apostolides does her painting these days 
in a converted soap factory, but she has 
her eyes on bigger and better quarters — 
Begins Coeli (Queen of Heaven) prison. 


"Now if we could convert THAT into 


studios, we'd really have something" she 
said looking at the 19th century Roman 
jail which stands across Via Mantellate 
from her studio. 


All prisoners soon are to be moved to a 


new jail outside the city. The fate of the 
old building is a matter of intense specu- 
lation by the neighbors who are used to 
jokes about their address. Say you live in 
Via Mantellate and Romans reply "Num- 
ber 27?" — the prison number. 


It was the light that brought the au- 


burn-haired young woman to Rome after 
a decade of globe-trotting that found her 
in the Mediterranean every summer. 


"THE 
ROMAN LIGHT is extraor- 


dinary. You can bathe in it," she said. 
"And you have those marvelous sun- 
sets." She borrows sunset colors for her 
acrylic or watercolor paintings which she 
defines as abstract expressionist. 


She avoids using the word "land- 


scape" to define her paintings with their 
strong colors in abstract forms but she 


says she goes out to sit in the midst of 
landscapes while painting to draw in- 
spiration. 


"The color becomes so beautiful. You 


build up such a vocabulary of forms," 
she said. And always there is the clear 
Mediterranean light, influencing her to 
move toward greater brilliance of color. 


Miss Apostolides located in Rome two 


years ago, enjoying a change from New 
York winters, s'he sets off with car and 
tent come summer to work outdoors in 
some new location around the Mediterra- 
nean. 


SHE WORKS IN watercolor In nature, 


then in winter returns to her studio to 
"transcribe" watercolors into larger can- 
vases painted with acrylics. 


Then comes selling, and while she 


finds Italians "fantastically responsive" 
she still sells most of her work in the 
U.S.A. 


The San Francisco native started out 


studying architecture at the University 
of California in Berkeley because she 
loved mathematics and wanted to com- 
bine it with art. 


"Architecture didn't allow me the free- 


dom I wanted," she said. So she switch- 
ed to an art major. 


After studying with Hans Hofmann and 


George Grosz in New York, she lived in 
Boston, Washington, D.C., and Panama 
City. She had her first big show at the 
University of Panama in 1956. 


Two years of enjoying Roman sunshine 


has rooted her to the Eternal City. "I 
just love it here. It kills me to think of 
going to New York for a few weeks," she 
said. 


MISS APOSTOLIDES said she is all in 


favor of women artists fighting the big 
museums to include a proportion of more 
than just two to five per cent of women's 
work in shows. 


"In visual art this has been the last of 


the masculine strongholds," she said. 


But she is disturbed at some of the 


forms taken by women's liberation pro- 
tests. "Symbolic acts like shaving your 
head cut off too much of your commu- 
nication with the rest of the world," she 
said. 


"Instead of protesting, Just live as 


freely as you can in whatever profession 
you adopt. 


"To wish to become more than a sex 


object or an all-encompassing mother is 
understandable, but to be more, the revo- 
lution, it seems to me, must be in women 
themselves, in their own true sense of 
themselves."

Artist Paints 


As He Babysits 


His Own Family

Primo Viray is one artist who doesn't 


care if he sells any of his paintings. 


"If I can keep them I will," said the 


young painter who is head nurse of the 
Cysto-Pacture Room at Alexian Brothers 
Medical Center. "I do enjoy every bit of 
it." 


Every evening Primo pedals home on 


his bicycle from the hospital and sits 
down to work at his easel. There is little 
interference since his wife, also em- 
ployed by Alexian Brothers, is a nursing 
supervisor on the evening shift. 


The only distractions are Primo's five 


little girls, aged 2-7, for whom he must 
babysit while painting. 


When asked how he manages to paint 


with five little kids underfoot, he 
laughed and said, "I use them as paint 
brushes." Given charcoal and paper, 
they are more or less content creating on 
their own. 


OF COURSE PKIMO publicly shows 


his work and he does sell his paintings. 
He eventually hopes to paint full-time 
and then it will be a necessity. But the 
point Primo Viray gets across is that he 
paints for the pleasure of just one person 
... himself. 


"If I don't want to part with a paint- 


ing, I price it too high," he said. "I price 
the way I feel about a painting. It's not 
the size at all." 


"I've exhibited in art shows but it 


takes a lot of time," he continued. "I'd 
rather spend the time painting or sketch- 
ing." 


With no formal art instruction, Primo, 


born in Lingayen, Pangasinan, Philip- 
pines, began doodling, sketching and 
drawing at the age of 10. Placing no val- 
ue on his work, he either hung it around 
the family home or gave it away. 


UPON COMPLETING a 
four-year 


course in nursing at the University of 
Santo Thomas, Manila, in 1958, Primo 
volunteered to the Jaycees International 
as a nurse in Laos for two years. While 
there, he became a very close friend of 
an American helicopter pilot who urged 
Primo to pursue a career as an artist. 


His friendship and persuasion planted 


the seed. But it has only been in the last 
several years that Primo has taken art 
seriously. While he has experimented 
with a variety of media, including water 
color, charcoal and pencil, he is primar- 
ily into oil. 


"I'm a slow worker and oil is con- 


ducive for my work," said the Elk Grove 
father. "I seldom use the brush at all. I 
prefer the palette knife; it better ex- 
presses my feelings." 


PRIMO RECENTLY did receive some 


formal training attending classes for a 
year at the Art Institute of Chicago. 
However, because of his lack of time, he 
was forced to quit. He hopes soon to be 
able to go back and study sculpture, a 
field which has recently intrigued him. 


"I've observed a lot of sculpture and I 


just want to get my hands on it," he 
explains his desire to learn. 


A glance around Primo's studio, set off 


to one side of his living room, indicates 
he sticks to no one subject idea. Yet, 
there is a decided emphasis on land- 
scapes. 


"My subject matter is all around me. I 


see things while driving or sometimes 
while watching TV. Just listening to con- 
versations suggests ideas to me. Wher- 
ever I go, I carry pencil and paper for 
sketching," he said. 


"But a lot of my work is from the 


memory of my hometown. I go for sea- 
scapes more so than other subjects. I 
was born on an island. I feel easy with 
water and can capture it."

Getting All Animals Into Print 


by GEME CAMPBELL 


A lot of Mrs. Richard Coffelt's inter- 


views have gone to the dogs. It doesn't 
upset her in the least . . . not as editor, 
publisher and one-member staff writer of 
a quarterly magazine, Animal Lovers. 


But Mrs. Coffelt is interested in birds 


and other animals beside canines. She's 
also had a lot of experience with cats, 
horses, parakeets, rabbits and all kinds 
of zoo animals. If it has four legs or flies, 
with a story to tell, Anita Coffelt will 
make a contact, get the facts and write 
up the item. 


The IB-page magazine is published and 


mailed right from Mrs. Coffelt's home in 
Arlington Heights. 


It all began two years ago when Anita, 


who then resided in Pittsburgh, Pa., no- 
ticed that there were no magazines on 
the market featuring animals in general. 


THERE WERE SPECIAL magazines 


for cat lovers and many focusing on just 
dogs, but other animals were more or 
less ignored. 


"I originally was going to start a news- 


letter, but I found so much material that 
I decided to go with the magazine," said 
Anita. 


After advertising in national pet maga- 


zines. Mrs. Coffelt found 
subscribers 


from across the country, currently be- 
tween 400-500. 


That's why when her husband, who is 


employed by United Airlines, was trans- 


ferred to the Chicago area two months 
ago, Mrs. Coffelt merely picked up her 
typewriter, changed the return address 
of her mailings and started up right 
where she left off with a whole new ter- 
ritory waiting to be explored for animal 
features. 


ALTHOUGH Mrs. Coffelt spends quite 


a bit of time researching articles on her 
own, much of her load is eased by read- 
ers who send in stories about their own 
individual pets with picures to accom- 
pany them. Both Gaines and Purina cat 
and dog centers are additional sources of 
information. 


And once in a while, Mrs. Coffelt does 


a little bit of traveling to get a human 
interest animal feature, Last November 
she went to the White House where an 
interview had been set up with Pasha, 
Vicky and King Timahoe, the President's 
dogs, and their handler too of course, 
Traphes Bryant. 


"I had read other stories about the 


dogs but never were my questions ever 
answered. I wanted to find out if they eat 
what my dogs do and if they sleep in 
fancy beds," she said. 


OTHER CELEBRITIES having been 


featured in Animal Lovers include an al- 
ley cat who despite her upbringing was 
crowned queen of cats; a 16-week-old lion 
who went home every night with a zoo 
a t t e n d a n t ; a white canary named 
Blanche; and a Detroit Zoo chimpanzee, 
Danny, whose paintings are periodically 


auctioned to raise money for the zoo. A 
Florida resident paid $100 for one of 
Danny's oils. 


Short items appearing in the magazine 


include tips on how to make bunk beds 
for cats, health warnings for house pets, 
and what to look for in a good dog house. 


But there is also a serious side to Ani- 


mal Lovers. Mrs. Coffelt often uses her 
magazine as a platform from which to 
speak out on unpopular animal practices. 


When the furor broke out over re-' 


search 
animal cruelty, Mrs. 
Coffelt 


launched her own investigation at the an- 
imal research unit connected with the 
University of Pittsburgh. She reported it 
as she saw it. 


"WHILE I AM against bizarre ex- 


periments of course, those vital to home 
life must be done. And, I found no real 
mistreatment of the animals. For every 
operation, the animal was always com- 
pletely anesthetized. 


"I like to think of my magazine as a 


place to speak out," she said. "I often 
urge my subscribers to write their legis- 


lators to introduce bills that will curtail 
animal cruelty. 


"Two years ago, I read an article 


about horses being sored. We urged ev- 
eryone to write and ask their representa- 
tives to curb this practice and legislation 
was finally passed," she said. 


Soring is a procedure where the area 


immediately above the hoof is either 
badly burned or pricked with tacks. A 
very painful treatment, the horses can't 
stand to put their feet down. This in turn 
causes them to prance. 


MRS. COFFELT USES her mornings 


to catch up on housework and run er- 
rands, but afternoons are set aside for 
the magazine. 


Between 1 and 5:30 p m., while her 


ft-year-old daughter is in school, Mrs. 
Coffelt might be writing off for specific 
material, stapling pages together, editing 
final copies, composing at her typewri- 
ter or getting the finished product ready 
for mailing. When you're a one man 
team, it just depends upon which job 
needs to be done next.

Dear Dorothy: Can you tell us what to 


use to clean oil off our concrete garage 
floor?

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Plan Course Of New County Action

Six possible courses of action for re- 


searching the formation of Lincoln coun- 
ty through the secession of six Northwest 
suburban townships from Cook County 
will be considered at the first organiza- 
tional meeting of the study committee 
Sept. 30. 


The nine-man New County Study Com- 


mittee (NCSi will select a permanent 
chairman and establish several subcom- 
mittees at its first meeting since the Lin- 


coln County proposal was introduced last 
month. The meeting, tentatively set for 8 
p.m. 
at Howard Johnson's in Pal&',ine 


will be open to the public. 


According to Wendell Jones, co-origina- 


tor of the proposal, six courses of action 
should be considered for creating Lincoln 
County: 


—Investigate possible legislative solu- 


tions to dealing with a county the size of 
Cook County. 


—Include all of suburban Cook County 


in the new county proposal rather than 


Human Relations Unit Urges 
Probe Of Housing Inequities 


The Mount Prospect-Prospect Heights 


Human 
Relations Committee Tuesday 


night asked the Mount Prospect Village 
Board to study "the inequities in hous- 
ing" that affpct the village 


Spokeswoman Mary Margaret Kuivi- 


nen. of 403 S Wille St, presented a state- 
ment to the board which said, in part, 
that "in Mount Prospect, as in neighbor- 
ing communities, (there is) almost a 
comple'e lack of adequate housing op- 
porturrties for families and individuals of 
low and moderate incomes." 


She sa d the need for these types of 


housing "is obvious as illustrated by the 
starting salanps and wages of employes 
in our school districts, service industries, 
factories, and the village. The retirement 
income of many senior citizens places 
them in this need also." 


MRS. 
KUVINEN quoted figures from 


the Cook County Department of Public 
aid which she contended supported her 
group's argument. She said in June, 1971 
a total of 89 persons received aid from 
the county. The breakdown she gave was 
four persons received aid to the aged, 16 
received 
medical assistant payments, 


srvrn received aid to the disabled, and 
62. representing 16 families, received aid 
to dependent children. 


The board, with Mayor Robert D Tei- 


chcrt's support, decided to put the mat- 
tor into committee. Trustee Kenneth V. 
Scholten received the charge for his pub- 
lic health and safety committee. 


In a telephone interview yesterday. 


Mrs 
Kuivmen 
said 
her 
group was 


formed in 1965 and one of the original 
purposes "included concern for an eco- 
nomic division we saw in mir society." 


Two things were cited by her as 


prompting the presentation of the pre- 


pared statement. One was the annexation 
to Mount Prospect last winter of the Al- 
ter Realty Co. property just west of Elm- 
hurst Road, north of Dempster Junior 
High School. Teichert has called this 
apartment and commercial development 
the "Rockefeller Center of the Midwest." 


"We saw this new land as catering 


only to upper income people," Mrs. 
Kuivinen said. "With the upcoming an- 
nexation of part of Prospect Heights, we 
decided it was time to act. If we are still 
a growing community, we want a deci- 
sion on which way we will grow." 


THE SECOND reason she gave was 


the recent action by the Concerned Met- 
ropolitan Citizens Committee of Chicago 
in promoting low and moderate-income 
housing in Arlington Heights and Des 
Plaines, 


"It became apparent," she said, "that 


someone would have to formally raise 
the issue before the Mount Prospect 
Village Board. We wanted the resident 
citizens' viewpoint presented." 


She added she knew of no present 


plans to construct low or moderate in- 
come housing in the village. 


only the six northwest suburban town- 
ships of Harrington, Palatine, Elk Grove, 
Wheeling, Schaumburg and Hanover as 
originally proposed. 


—Determine procedures for circulating 


petitions throughout the proposed Lincoln 
County area to gather support for the 
idea. 


—Study possible legal action that can 


be taken to provide better representation 
to local residents. 


—Establish subgroups to study finan- 


cial, judicial, police and structural as- 
pects of the new county. 


—Abandon the idea completely, if no 


support is found. 


"We definitely will discuss the types of 


legal action open to us," Jones said. With 
two attorneys on the study committee, he 
said the group should be provided with 
enough background to answer legal ques- 
tions. 


"RIGHT NOW 10 seats on the county 


board are held by Chicago representa- 
tives and five by suburban residents," 
Jones said. "The ratio should be eight to 
seven instead of 10 to five." 


Although Jones said many think the fi- 


nancial burden of creating a new county 
is too great to allow Lincoln County to 
happen, "It's less of a problem than 
most people seem to think." 


He said 
a long-term 
bonded 
in- 


debtedness could be established to form 
basic structures for a new county, such 
as courts, police facilities and adminis- 
trative offices. The combined assessed 


$1.3 billion, which "is a substantial 
amount 
compared 
with other large 


counties in the state," Jones said. 


With such an assessed valuation, the 


heavy initial costs for creating a new 
county could be properly funded over a 
period of years, he said. 


THE $1.3 BILLION assessed valuation 


is slightly more than that of Lake Coun- 
ty, but a little less than DuPage County. 
However, Jones said Lincoln 
County 


would have fewer residents than Du- 
Page, making up the deficit. 


The assessed valuation of all suburban 


Cook County areas would total about $9 
billion, compared with the $11 billion of 
Chicago itself. 


In disannexing from Cook County, 


Jones said Lincoln County would also as- 
sume "Its fair share" of capital pur- 
chasing and bonded indebtedness estab- 
lished while part of Cook County. He said 
this could also be adequately handled 
over a period of years on its own as- 
sessed valuation.' 


"If school districts can consolidate, 


why can't townships?" Jones asked. 


Jones and Merwin Soper, both Palatine 


trustees, first issued a report on the Lin- 
coln County proposal early last month, 
presenting rationale for disannexation. 
Under their six-township area, a new 
county government would be created for 
an estimated combined population of 
350,000, which would make the govern- 
ment more local and representative, the 
report stated.
